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PREFACE 


Charles Warren Stoddard is a minor American euthor who, although he 
wrote mich, rests what reputation he has upon one book ~ South-Sea Idyls, 
published in 1873 - a volume of sketches that recounts hie experiences 
during four visits to the South Seas. This book has become one of the 
"elassies* of thet region and takes its plece second to Typee and Omoo. 
Robert Louis Stevenson hes declared that only two writers ever touched the 
South Seas with genius ~ Hermen Melville and Charles saxten Stoddard. ‘Even 
though Stevenson himself added to the body of South Ses. literature, his 
statement is nevertheless true; and it will always remin true, for the 
"delectable isles" no longer exist. 

Stoddard, moreover, was one of the early “California School" - those 
writers who developed in the sixties and early seventies in San Prancisco 
and formed a circle eround Bret Harte, who, as editor of the Overlend 
Monthly and the mst talented author among them, may be regarded as their 
leader. ‘Thess included Ina Coolbrith, Charles Henry Yebb, Prentice iml- 
ford, Ralph Keeler, and several others. Often linked with this group also 
are lark Twain, Joaquin Miller, and Ambrose Bierce. With these writers 
Steddard had a part in the literary history of the Pacific Coast. This 
account of his life adis new information about at least a few of his lit- 
erary associates, particularly Joaquin Miller, even though the latter has 
had three biographers. 

‘The purpose of this dissertation is to give a full and accurate chronicle 
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iii 
of Stoddard's life end, within the limite of the following pages, to give 
as mich of hie personality as is possible without subjective interpreta- 
tion. For the years of Stoddard's boyhood and youth I have included nearly 
all the information I could find about hims for the letter part of his 
life, on which a large amount of mterial ie available from letters and 
diaries, I have selected what seemed most useful. Since this is a disser- 
tation and not an interpretive biography, the emphasis has been on the 
presentation of facts, rather than on the artistry of composition or the 
re-creation of character and background. 

The materials I have gathered chiefly from three sources: the files of 
San Freneisco periodicals; the extensive body of autobiographical writing 
that Steddard published in the Ave Maria and other magazines; and several 
widely seattered collections of manuscripts, composed of about fifteen 
hundred letters, fifteen diaries, an unpublished autobiogrephical work, and 
miscellaneous other records. 

Since Stoddard's errors in spelling and pumctuation are extremely fre- 
quent I have not used [sic] in quotations from his letters and other mn~ 
useripts. It is used, however, to indicate errors in any other quoted 
material. when [7] is used following a quoted word it means that I have 
been forced to guese the word because it was illegible in the mnuseript. 

Although mmerous biographical articles, all more or less inaccurate, 
have appeared on Stoddard, no full-length biography has been published. 
Franklin Walker, in hie recent book Sen Francisce's Literary Frontier + 
(1939) treats Stoddard as one of eight mjor figures in California literary 
history during the period between 1848 and 1875. Though ir. Walker uses 
some of the same materials es are in this dissertation, my first dreft was 
completed before his book was published. Since the study of American lit- 
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iv 
erature has been increasing rapidly, research on minor writers is needed 
to supply acevrate information for broader studies.

Rochester (1643-1851) 


At two o'clock in the morning, August 7, 1843," Charles Warren Stoddard 
was born in an upstairs front room of his father's paper warehouse, = No. 
74 State Street, Rochester, New York.” On the min floor were stored the 
rolls and bundles of paper manufactured by the firm of Stoddard & Freemn. 
Here, too, the firm minteained its office and wholesale paper store. Above 
stairs lived the families of the two partners - Sammel Burr Stoddard, with 
his wife and children, and Charles Freeman and his wife Sarah, the parents 
of Mrs. Stoddard. The Stoddard children, besides the infant Charles, were

Stoddard's earliest remembrance was of his father's end grandfather's 
paper mill situated at Lower Genesee Falls, a few miles from Rochester: 


All the mechinery of the mill was 2 kind of joy to me; the 
buz, the hum, the low rumble, the steaming vats, the white pulp 
moving on its course, and all the process of menufacture until 
I saw the endless sheet of paper unwind and pass under the knife 
that divided into sheets and then wafted it, as it were, into 
the hands of those who stacked it and counted the sheets till at

He remembered the picturesqueness of the site - the deep gorge of the 
river, the foam-flecked water rushing by. The river thrilled and fright-

Often 
he listened to the music + the voices of the choir and the solem swell of 
the orgen + and watched at evening the light that streamed through the 
colored windows. ‘To the boy the church seemed to possess a mystery and a 
glory absent from the Presbyterian chapel where he was taken every Sunday 
by his parents.2° once, without leave, he persuaded the mid to take him 
into the church. They were carly, and in the gloom the smll boy locked 
with curious awe at the arches, the windows, the pictures, the statues, 
and the kneeling worshippers murmuring their prayers. A tall figure in a 
long dark robe appeared and began lighting the candles on the altar. At 
onee the child recalled the pictures in a book he had often looked et in 
his father's house ~ sn illustrated account of the Spanish Inquisition - 
ak he ne heeen tien the Gad tn 6 eudinn parecyen of tomer!) 

Still enother early experience that in after years remined in Stodderd's 
memory occurred when he was about six years old. As he later told it, im 
posing humor upon an incident that mist have shocked with fear his sensi- 
tive nature, he made the occurrence seem almost a parody of the situation 
“4m Herman Melville's "Benito Cereno." One day he found himself far from 
Prank Street in a strange part of the city. As he was hurrying home he was 
hailed by a negro boy about. ten years old who called him "Johmny,*® hit him

with his fist, and forthwith became his master. The negro boy led him to 
a sand-lot nearby and there organized a hippodrome with Charles as the 
performing horse. Soon a crowd gathered and looked on, while the boy 
whipped him about an imginary ring: 


My whole nature was in bondage to this horrible and relent~- 
less little ring-mster. I felt compelled to whinney and began 
pawing the sand in a very horse-like fashion, though in my heart 
I was imploring mercy and deliverance or a speedy deaths... I 
kicked! but rer rene are nothing to the fangs of a well- 
applied whip.2 | 


The boy held him captive all that day. Toward evening Charles's father 
passed on horseback, but when Charles called to him he merely smiled and 
went on, thinking thet et last his timid child was begimning to mingle 
with other boys. Finally from fright and exhaustion he fainted, and later 
somehow found his way home. Of his Babo, Stoddard wrote twenty years 
later: 

I have never forgotten him for a moment in my succeeding life; 
and I suppose I never shall forget him. I feel that he will yet 
Plunge upon me from some obscure corner and claim me as his om. 

I shall be called "Johnny,* I know I 1. The old acts will be 
-reenacted, for there is no help for me. 
A picture mich happier than any Stoddard has left of these childhood 
days in Rochester is drawn by his friend Rossiter Johnson, 14 who, ag a

boy, lived on Frank Street, two blocks from the Stoddards. He tells of 
going to play with Charles and his young friends in the large side yard of 
the Stoddards' house, where there were a tent with flags, a drum and fife, 
@ cannon, and, in a shedy corner, a bucket of lemonade. They had also a 
piece of mechanism called “flying horses" « two planke which were crossed 
at right engles and mounted on @ post and which accommodated four "riders* 
who were rapidly whirled about by the other boys until one of the riders 
lost his hold and was unhérsed. "With all this paraphernalia those happy 
boys disported themselves every pleasent afternoon; so that ~ as imgemn 
would express it - a juvenile cireus performed there uneeasingly. "15 

Offsetting this picture of a normel boy's activity, however, are Stod- 
dard's own worde to give a contrary impression: 
In those days [et the age of six years} I was ... very timid 
and sensitive. 
Life's dial was a shadow in the first quarter; minute hands 
spin in their early days. I hated mst games, I liked better to 


lounge about, dream-building. I floated upon the unrippled flood 
of untedious and tranquil joys.16 


And elsewhere, concerning this same period of his life, he wrote: 


Tt was my custom, when my heart wes light and my spirit gey, 
to steal apart from my companions, and throwing myself upon the 
lewn, look upon them in their sports ae from a dim distance.

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If Stoddard left but few specific facts about himself during this period 
of earliest childhood, he gave yet fewer concerning his family. At least 
the account of birthe and deaths, however, can be obtained from the "Family 
Record" carefully kept by his father. Between 1846 and 1850, three other 
sons were born to the Steddards: Semel Burr, Jr., January 31, 18463; an 
unnamed son, born August 3, 1848, who died shortly afterwards;18 ana 
Frederick Cturch, the last of the children, born January 2, 1850.19 sereh 
Preemn, Mrs. Stoddard's mther, who hed been an invalid for many years, 
died in September, 1047.20 

Meemmhile, the firm of Stoddard & Preeman appeared to be expanding its 
business. In 1849 the partners built a new four-story building at 78 State 
Street, two doors from the old warehouse. Here, their advertisement 
cleimed, thsy kept on hand “the largest assortment of Paper to be found in

were soon under way; and in January, 1851, the firm could advertise that: 


The subscribers have completed the additions to their Paper 
Millis, and are now prepared to mrmmfacture all kinds of Paper, 
by the most improved process. 

Our Mills contain all the recent improvements in machinery, 
and some of them which cannot be found in any other mills in 
the State.... We have thie season put up the largest and best 
Fourdiner Wachine in this State, and with few exceptions in the 
United States. 

We are paying particular attention to the mamufacture of fine 
book papere.s. 


All these improvexents must have cost a great deal mre ready money 
than the partners possessed. Samuel Burr Stoddard's father, Dr. Abijah 
Stoddard, invested his savings in the business.“ Apparently to reise more 
money, the firm of Stoddard 4 Freeman began selling off its real estate. 
Pirst to be offered for sale was the lerge Frank Street house: 

The Subseribers desiring to change their residence in the 
Spring from Frank to Fitzhugh Street, offer for sale their house 
and lots on the corner of Frank and Plett streets.... If not 

. sold by the first of May ... No. 24 Prank St., will be rented =

Next to be advertised was a farm at Ogden, nine miles from Rochester:

The Frank Street house presumably was sold or rented sometime in the 
spring of 1850,25 ana the stoddarde mved into a smaller house on Pite- 
hugh Street.2? 1t wes probably during the reaidence here that Stoddard, 
at the ace of seven, attended hie first school. In mumscript notes on 
his early childhood he mentioned having attended # private school ~ Miss 
Porter’s = in Rechester. He vennuhatons little about it except that it 
had tall white colums in front and that the children believed the space 
under the building to be filled with graves.“ this, in all probability, 
was the school held in the basement of the Uniterian Church on Forth Fitz- 
hugh Street and presided over by Mrs. Isabelle J. Porter and the Misses 
Mary Jane and Elmira Porter, who came to Rochester from Philadelphia in 
1850. Mise Elmira taught the smaller girls; Mise Mary Jene, the older 
ones; and Mrs. Porter, “who devoted herself exclusively to the instruction 
of little boys," was probably Stodderd's first teacher. 2

The God to whom I had been carefully taught to pray, whose mj- 
esty and glory were beyond my comprehension; whose nature came not 
within the range of my conception, - thet God seemed never to have 
ster of hope within the blackness of darkness that flooded 
night of my infancy.

was presided over by a ties Brownson, a women who demanded strict obedi- 
ence, whom Stoddard remembered as “se sister to dragons.* She would beat 
any unfortunate pupil who earned her disapproval, and the boy learned to 
fear her end would cross the street to avoid her. Years afterward, when 
he heard that she had narrowly escaped death in a burning building, he 
wondered why.!6 

After an indeterminate time at Spencerport, probably not longer than a 
year, the family moved again to Rochester. Here for a while they lived 
in a small house on the corner of Yashington and Ann Streets, near the 
railway tracks, They mde one more move - to another house on Ann Stevet” = 
before, Inte in 1854, Mrs. Stoddard and the children lett the Fast to join 
the father in a new life in San Praneisco. There Semel Burr Stoddard was 
associated in business with the firm of Ym. Te. Coleman & 00.254 mporting, 
shipping, and commission merchants, at 56 California Street.!” 

When the news came that he was to join his father, Charles was trelve 
years old. Thouch it ie difficult to ceneralize from the know facts, his 
life had probably had mre unhappiness in it than falls to the lot of the 
average boy. This mech seems probable: he was ecensitive and impressionable; 
he was shy, easily frightened, and lonely. looking back on his early child- 
hood self, he wrote:

Very early in life I learned to know fear. I was afraid of 
strange faces, and more than all else I was afraid of the dark. 
eee When the light was extinguished, I seemed suddenly trans- 
lated to some unknown world, which my imagination peopled 
vaguely; and the 7 of these invisible and shapeless forms 
was what I dreaded. 


These apprehensions seem to be something far more intense than the ordinary 
night fears felt by mst normal boys. Furthermore, as he wrote, he was a 
lonely child: "Blessed with brothers and a sister near my own age «.. I was 
still lonely, and often loneliest when least alone. "22 

These generalizations seem to be further supported by a scrap of mnu- 
script = a half page of rough notes headed “Autobiography, Book First" - 
which Stoddard left among his papers. Though some of the contents are cryp- 
tie and disjointed, they might serve, perhaps better than further comment, 
to give additional insight inte his childhood ~ at least to give his own 
later conception of it:

The long Journey (1854~1855) 


Early in December 1854,! the stoddards were ready to start their jour- 
ney to San Francisco. Their goods were packed and awaited shipment around 
Cape Horn. The family, however, were to take the shorter route by steamer 
to San Juan del Norte, there to cross the Isthmus of Nicaragua to San Juan 
del Sur, whence another steamer would convey them to the Golden Gate. 

Accompanied by Charles Freeman, they took the train for New York. There, 
with time on their hande before the steamer sailed, the grandfather took 
the family to Barnum's Museum, where, passing the boa-constrictors, ourang-

given him on hie departure - Rollo Crossing the Atlantic end Robinsen Cru~ 
BOS 

- Later during the voyage he saw hie first island, somewhere beyond Cape 
Sable and the Floride Keys, in the Caribbean Sea. Prom the sight of that | 
ielend in the sunshine and the reading of Robinson Crusoe he dated his 
life-long love of islands and of travelling among the archipelagoes of 
southern seas: *All that was lovely in that tropic isle appealed to me and 
filled me with a greet longing..».. And yet even then I felt its unutter- 
able loneliness, as I have felt it ea thousand times since; the loneliness 
thet starves the heart+...%° 

Om the morning of the eleventh day from New York, the Ster of the fest 
dropped enchor in the mouth of the San Juan River, on the benk of which 
lay the town of five hundred inhabitants, Sen Juan, or Graytown, as the 
eulgrants to California usually called it.

Im San Pranciseo the Stoddard family lived first on Union Street, be-

a double one, built of brick. Directly opposite ms the Union Street Pub- 
lie School, the first school that Charles, his sister, and his brother 
Edward attended in San Franciseo.* 

Above Union Street, Telegraph Hill was wminhabited "save by flocks of 
goats that browsed there ali the year round, and the herds of boys that 
gave them chase, especially on holidays.*” Here the Stoddard boys and 
others of their ace gathered tin cans and became amiteur metellists, mlt- 
ing off the solder end miding it inte blocks, which they readily sold and 
thus obtained their pocket mney. On tep of the hill was 2 shanty that 
had been used by the Ferty-‘iners as a lookout from which they sighted the 
approaching ships anid signaled news of the arrivals to the citizens below. 
Prom here, besides commanding e view of sea and city, the beys could over- 
look the verious islends of the bay < Angel Island, Yerba-uena, Alcatraz - 
to the Berkeley Hills toward the east and to Saucelito across the Golden 
gate.”

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Charles had not been long in the city when he mde a friend of a 
neighbor's bey, about hie omn age, but bolder snd more adventurous. With 
this friend he explored the part of San Prancisco that lay at the base of 
Telegraph Mill end etretched beyond to the wharves in the bay. Pollowing 
Dupont Street, at times so steep that steps took the place of sidenalke, 
they descended the hill. At Pacific Strest they entered the Spenish quar- 
ter, and nearby was the notorious Barbary Coast. Between Pacific and 
Sacraments Streets lay Chimstown, and the boys tarried often before the 
strange shops and theaters and open gembling rooms. Om the Plaza and on 
Commercial Street, were the mst famous gusblinc hells in the city - the 
"El Dorado," the "Arcade," and the "Polka® - open te anyone sho wished te 
enter. Here Charles was led by his preeccicus yore friend: and the tro 
boys watched the mysteries of faro, monte, rondo, end rouge<et-noir.” 

On Saturdays sometimes the boys would venture farther. ne of their 
favorite haunts was weice’s whar?, where with homemde hoop-nete they went 
fishing for crabs. At the entrance to the wharf was one of the curiosities 
of old San Francisco - the "Cobseb Palace," a dingy seloon mntled rith 
sobwebs, never disturbed, which hung waving from the ceilings and festoon- 
ing the picture frames. Near the building was a free menaccrie, there vere 
aged bears, monkeys, and rows of brightly colored parrots, cockatecos, and 
other tropics] birds. Leaving Meige's wharf, the boys would sometimes fol- 
low the beach and lock at the ships anchored in the bay. A shert distance 
off shore lay the wreck of s sailing vessel that had grounded in the fos: 
and at low tide they would wade off to the derclict and explere it frou

The Steddards probably did not reside longer than a year on Telegraph 
Hill, for Colville's San Francisco Directory for 1856 gives the place of 
residence of Samel Burr Stoddard as the corner of Powell and Taylor Streets. 
By 1856, also, the elder Stoddard was no longer associated with Ym. T. Cole- 
men & Co., but wae a partner in the firm of Stowell 4% Stoddard, merchandise 
brokers, whose place of business wee Front Street, at the corner of Clay 
street.! 

The change of residence meant, for Charles a change of school - to the 
Powell Street Sehool,® situated near his nsw home. In several accounts he

Samel 
Burr Stoddard was one of the party of men who dragged a loaded cannon before 
the door of the jail.”? casey and Cora were escorted to "Port Gunny Bags," 
the headquarters of the vigilantes; andt wo days later, when Janes King of 
Williem died of his wound, they were tried and sentenced. Stoddard said 
that he was one cf the crowd who saw them hanged from the seaffold erseted 
before "Fort Gumy Bags."

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Around the Horn to Little Valley (1857) 


On the morning of Janvary 4, 1857, the famous elipper-ship Flying 
loud, Captain Cressy in command, weighed anchor in Sen Franeiseo harbor 
and began its voyage around Cape Horn to New York.’ The ship carried but 
four passengers: Mrs. Cressey, the Captein's wifes Mrs Connor, a middle-aged 
gentleman travelling for his health; Edward Stoddard, Charles's elder broth- 
er, now seventeen years old; and “the small sad boy," Charles himself, aged 
thirteen? Ned Stoddard was i11,3 and physicians in consultation had de- 
efded that © long sea~voyage was his only hope of life.” charles was sent 
along 29 companion to his brother and to join his grandfather Freemn in 
western New York. 

During the lonely three-months’ voyage, Charles kept a journal, part of 
which he reproduced forty years later in an article for the Ave Maria:® 

TS auhsinh thems Wah os were enh of Hight of Gam, anh tm 
began to lock about to sve what I could see. It begins to get 
rough. I tried to see home, but I could not. The pilot says 


he will take a letter ashore for us. Now I will go to bed.

The days passed, and many other boyish entries were made in the Gary: 
@ porpoise was captured and the oil was rendered from ite careass; four 
barrels of ofl, flotsam from some ill-fated whaler, sere taken cn board; on 
Jamary 20, the ship crossed the equator; some days afterward the boy 
glimpsed the far-off outline of Alexander Selkirk's island, Juan Fernandes; 
the weather grew rough and cold; an albatross wes aighted; they neared Cape 
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was going the same way we were. At two, we overtook 
her. She was the shaler Scotland from New Zealand, 
New Bedford, with thirty-five hundred barrels of oil. 
We soon passed her. I wish her good luck. 
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"The small sad boy," as Stedderd in this article described himself, 
grew weary of the long voyage. Much of each day he spent alone in one of 
the ship's boats that hung from its davits over the water, and at other 
times he went to hie cramped stateroom and pored over the Bible his mther 
had given him with solem injunctions that he read in it every dey.® 

Off the Brazilian coast, a head=wind forced the Flying Cloud to tack 
repeatedly, and thus some time was lost; but on April 5, after ninety~one 
days at sen, Charles was awakened in the mrning by the noleo of the pilot 
getting on beard. A tug towed the ship to its dock in New York harbor; 
and by three o'clock the captain, his wife, end the Steddard boys were at 
the Astor House, where they spent the night. 

In the morning the boys took a train te Rochester, stayed there for a 
few days, and then went on to Little Valley, Cattaraugus County, in western 
New York, where thelr grandfather Freeman was at thet time farming. He mt 
them et the station and drove them three miles to his farmhouse, where 
Charles and Ned shared a room in the attic.’ 

@harles seon began to find the Freeman farm rether dull efter the vari- 
ety and fullness of his two years in San Francisco. The books on the par- 
lor table - Grace Grncment*e Greammad ianeen, a volume of poeme by N. P. 
Willis, and Fanny Pern's Fern Leaves from Fanny's Portfolio - were soon 
read. He tired of sitting at the window on rainy days to watch the stage

‘Mbout six months after Charles had arrived at Little Valley,’ his grand- 
father entered him as a student at Randolph Academy and “departed with an

With him hed come his 
Little Valley friend, Fred ¥. Pe-, and the two boys shared one room. They 
drew lots for the choice of chairs and the windows to place them by.

effects of en old-fashioned ewehenls Deiiy he was driven, storm or shine, 
to the meeting house in the village. Below the pulpit was a bench, the 
*anxious seat," reserved for those of the congregation who acknowledged 
themselves simners and desired salvation; and here sat little Charles, 
awaiting his “change of heart." Embarrassed and bewildered among the fa- 
natic men and women, he once stole back to his seat beside his grandfather; 
but he wae shaken roughly by the arm and asked, "Child, don't you want te 
be saved? Don't you want te be « Christian? Do you went to burn in hell 
forever?" ‘Trembling, he ¢lung to his place; but he wae led back to the 
‘anxious seat,* whence, overcome by the excitement and sick from the hot 
stele air, he was carried half-senseless from the mesting house.” 

Having returned to Randolph, Charles wrote homesick letters te his family 
in Sem Prancisco. One of these Stoddard printed in a reminiscent sketch 
for the Ave Maria:

"literary recreation" ~ to reading essays eloud and to delivering speech-

Both desired te become authors, and the 
Waverly, they thought, provided the medium for publishing their first ef- 
fortes Accordingly Lizzie translated a chapter from CoPinne, and Charles 
wrote a marrative poem called “Helena.” In the 1850's Longfellow was at 
the height of hie fame, and Charles knew mich of his poetry by heart. The 
Courtship of Iles Standish ani Other Posms (Septenber, 1858) had just been 
published; and, as Stoddard later wrote:

The two amateur authors sent off their products to the Waverly end 
waited to learn whether they would be accepted or rejected. This inform- 
tion would appear in due time on the editorial pages of the mgazine, where, 
under two headings, *Aecepted* and “Declined,” were listed the contributions 
whose fate had been decided. (The “aceepted® offerings were usually mre 
numerous than those"declined.") When the number of the Waverly Magazine 
for January 15, 1659, arrived it named the poem “Hellena® (so spelled) as 
accepted.24 

Charles's career as author, however, was soon to be interrupted. One 
day, probably early in the spring, Grandfather Freemn arrived at Alexander

with weleome news: Charles wes to return to San Franciseo immediately. 
His father had sent passage money and had asked a friend, who was to leave 
for California by a certain boat, to look after the boy during the journey. 
That night Charles slept at Attica, and in the mming, accompanied by his 
grendfather, he was on the train. On the way te Batevia, where the New 
York=-bound passengers transferred, the trein passed through Alexander; and 
his friends were at the station to say good-bye. Having arrived in New 
York, he found that his ship was not to sail until two days later. His 
grandfather, in a hurry to return to Attica, left him at a hotel and care- 
fully instructed the hotel-keeper to take him in charge. No sooner had 
goodbyes been said than the hotel-keeper seemed to forget his obligation, 
and Charles struck into Broadway end “explored it from end to end"; and, 
deapite hie grandfather's disapproval, he spent two afternoons and evenings 
at the theaters.26 

When he boarded hie ship at the pier in North River, he found that the 
expected friend of his father was not one of the passengers. For the first 
time in his life he was unprotected, and felt a sense of freedom that he 
thoroughly enjoyed. But during the confusion while the ship was getting 
under way, he was swept into the steerage, where he spent twenty-four mis- 
erable hours. When he presented his ticket to the purser, he was placed 
in the cabin where he belonged.2/

isthms by train. His carpet bag, which contaimed hie diary end a copy~ 
book "filled to the covers with carefully engrossed copies of my complete 
poetical works," was lost or stolen in transit. At Panama he embarked in 
another steamer, and, after twelve or fourteen days, reached San Francisco. 
Though his parents did not Ikmow it, he was determined never to return to 
school. Not yet sixteen, he had resolved to try making hie own way in the 
world.28

When Stoddard arrived in San Francisco and told his father and mother 
of his determination to end his schooling and to begin making his own liv- 
ing, perhaps they offered no objections; for there is reason to suppose his 
father's business was not prospering. The firm of Stowell & Stoddard, mer- 
ehandise brokers, evidently had been dissolved. Stowell had set up in 
business by himself; end though Samel Stoddard still mintained the office

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The first work that Charles Warren Stoddard found was in a clothing 
store, “where everything was ready mde but nothing was ever sold." After 
he had been with the store for a week, it closed ite doors. Next, he found 
employment in a toy shop, where he worked for a month during “the rush and 
confusion of the Christmas holidays." ‘Then he was transferred to the whole- 
sale department of the same concern, where he served as clerk. “It was ny 
duty," he said, "to know where each thing was, what it cost and what it was 
te be sold for." If he mde mistakes he “*heard personally from the pro- 
Prietor who was neither silver voiced nor sympathetic and whose very pres-

second month with the toy store, Charles fell ill with typhoid fever; and 
thus ended hie first experiences as « wage-carner.” 

Daring convalescence, Stoddard has told us, he began again to seribble 
verses.” What clee he might have done in this period, which my have lasted 
two or three months, is only conjecture; but it is likely that he spent mich 
of his time reading. Although a wide variety of books and periodicals was 
probably not to be found in the Stoddards' house, the family did, however, 
subseribe to the Golden Ere,® a popular weekly magazine published in San 


in Oakland for longer than two or three months, during which the family 
might heave taken a vacation from San Francisco. The Stoddards resided in 
Oakland, however, from 1865 to 1866, after which they returned to 1005 Powell 
Street, San Francisco.

To this, two years later, Stoddard was to become a regular 
contributor. 

First issued in 1852, in newspaper formt, the Golden Era was designed 
to appeal to the heterogeneous tastes of the goid-seeking population. By 
1860, however, when Stedderd mst have been reading it, the Golden Era, 
though it retained its original mke-up, hed changed somewhat in tone. 
Under the associate editorship of Joseph E. Lawrence, it had become pre- 
dominantly a provinciel literary periodical, devoting its eight large folio 
pages chiefly te fiction, poetry, theatrical reviews, and personal comments 
eh ieeatheeee epenbe af Sem Pemahean the tg: Jean) asbanbetes Among 
the departments were a weekly New York letter, by "Amicus"; "News of the 
World"; "Literature and Art,*® mostly brief book notices; "Dramatic and 
Musical,* 2 colum and a half of theater notes, not only on the San Fran- 
cisco theaters, but also on those of New York, Philadelphia, and Sidney; 
and "Poetry," which usually oceupied the entire first colum of the first 
pages Begiming thie latter department, which wuld interest especially an 
amteur poet, appeared the usual scissors<and=paste contributions of Mrs. 
Sigourney or John G. Saxe; but the other poems, labelled original," were 
the product of local poets. The mst prolific of these was "Comet Quirls,® 
whose real name was ¥. A. Kendall, secon to become a friend of Stoddard, and 
one day to end his precarious life with an overdose of mrphine. Represent- 
ing fiction was a serial novel, The Wests; A Novel of Society in California, 
by "Urbano," which, with sprinklings of San Francisco atmosphere, yet re- 
mained only a polite and decorous tale of courtship that might have been set 
in any Eastern city. Among the shorter contributions were short stories and 
sketches by California writers, few of whom employed a California setting. 
Young Prank Harte, recently arrived from Uniontowm, had found employment as 
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45 
a typesetter for the Era; and his early sketches - "My Metemrphosis,* 
*Boges on a Horse,* and "A Story of the Revolution" - were appearing in 
its colums.! 

If the crowded pages of the Era were soon read, Stoddard could go to 
the Mereentile Library, where, by invitation of one of its eighteen humired 
members, “embracing the mes of respectability of the city," he would have 
access to “the news of the world, and the wealth of ages of literature.* 
The value of the contents of the library wes estimted at over thirty thou- 
send dollars.® 

When Stoddard had recovered from his illness, he began agein to look for 
employment. Doubtless, his brief experience in the commercial wrld mde 
him desirous of finding work that would be mre congenial - work not too 
Strenuous or exacting. When a friend of the family called one evening and 
told him thet he could probably find employment as a clerk in a newly estab- 
lished bookstore, he applied for the place and was hired. The store was a 
small one, only fourteen feet wide; and its chief stock-in-trade was Bibles 
end religious books and tracts published by the American Bible Society and 
the American Traci Society, for which the owner was the authorized agent. 
Also kept in stock were pocket=-books, penimives, writing accessories, and 
& few dozen volumes of general literature, including a smll assortment of 
the latest novels (kept in the beckground).?

The store, situated at 18 Montgomery street,!° was owned by lim. Chileon 
Beach, who, according to the San Franciseo directories, had been two years 
im the draying business before he changed his oceupation to that of book- 
seller.

Charles's duties began at seven o'clock in the morning, when he swept 
the store. He waited on customers, dusted the books, and swept the side- 
walk several times a day, a task he greatly disliked because he was em- 
barrassed if acquaintances observed him wielding the broom.!2 what irked 
him most, however, was washing the show windows: 
eee Within the window my embarrassment Imew no bounds; I felt 
as I were a freak on exhibition, or an automtic wax work ex- 
posed to the gaze of the public; and I was conscious of an exag- 
erated awkwardness that covered m= with blushes and humiliation. 
I was not proud, but sensitive to a degree and this is a mis- 
fortune fror which its victims seldom recover....13 
For his labors Charles was paid twenty dollars a mnth.!4 Now, with a 
Aittle pocket money Of bis own, he could begin to enjoy some of the pleas- 
ures San Francisco afforded at the time.

Stoddard published no more verses until almost a year later. Meanwhile, 
he remained heitie’ tn ty the bake of books*® in Chileon Beach's narrow 
shop. Its besiness was expanding; a greater variety of books was stocked; 
the letest fiction crowled the Bibles end tracts to the darker shelves; the 
number of customers increased; and Stoddard no longer had time to write 
poetry during working hours.2° 

Despite the increased activity - perhaps partly because ef it ~ Charles 
began to weary of the little shop, as he later told in one of his wmpub- 
lished autobiographical sketches: 


eee BY Chief confort was taken in a prolonged and elaborate 
system of dusting ... and in encouraging the sale of such books 
as I liked and wished others to like - especially those custo-~- 
mers whom I not infrequently took a sudden and a most wmaccoumt~ 
able interest in. 

I remember there were those whose names I did not know but 
whose faces had grown familiar, who used to consult me when pur- 
chasing volumes, end it, was at such times that I was in my ele~ 
ment, that I took a keen pleasure in forwarding the interests. 
of my pet authors and publishers and possibly I wae not wholly 
unmindful of those of my employer. 

I dwell upon this period ... not because it was an agreeable 
one.

In September, 1862, Stoddard was again to see his verse in print. With 
little hope of its being accepted, he submitted a poem to the Golden Era. 
Not bold enough to deliver it te the editorial desk, he dropped it in the 
large mil box by the door, “and then ran for fear of being caught in the 
act." In the number of September 21, in the poetry colum, appeared "To 
Fenny - (Honolulu.)," by "Carl."* 3% is another "album piece,” of no par 
ticular distinction, begiming thus: 

When twilight comes and night dews trickle down 
Like heavenly menne for the sleeping flowers, 
Pleasantly meical and decorated with pretty figures, it yet shows but lit- 
tle improvement over its predecessors. 

In the next week's issue of the Era appeared his second contribution,

a@ Reformed Poet": "I had been reveling in Dickens’ novel, ‘Our Motual 
Friend.’ The name of ‘Pip’ attracted me, I know not whys... I picked all 
the P's in the garden of my fancy and spelled out Pepperpod. 

Under the dieguise of this name, apparently Cherles also wrote a letter 
to accompany his poem, for in the "Answers to Correspondents" colum the 
Era printed the following reply:

Though the Era paid no money for verse, this encouragement was probably 
mee gueutquneh ‘then Ceexbes expected. For a year he was to supply the Era 
with a poem for almost every issue. 

Further encouragement, much more significant than amy the Era could 
give, was soon to come from another quarter. At this time a brilliant Uni- 
tariean minister wes mking a deep impression upon the eultural life of the 
commmity. In 1860 he had left his Hollis Street church in Boston to sail 
for San Francisco, where, by means of his eloquence and wit, he soon gath- 
ered a very lerge congregation and became the most popular speaker in the 
city. This was the Reverend Thoms Starr King. Frequently his rousing 
oratory could be heard lashing the Secessionists and rallying the indiffer- 
ent Californians to the Union Cause, Frequently, too, at the Acadeny of 
Music, under the auspices of the Mercantile Library, a capacity audience of

twelve lundred listened to his lectures on such subjects as "Existence and 
Life," "The Duty and Pleasure of Uniting Literary Taste with Business Pur- 
suits," end "Books and Reading. "> 

A former associate of the Boston Brahmins and an author himself, Starr 
King hed a keen taste for literature. Through his critical advice he had 
helped Bret Harte to improve his early work;© and he was now to seck out 
Charles Stoddard, despite his pseudonymity, and help him also. Stoddard 
has left an account of their first meeting: 

One dey ».. I was called from my retreat in ths rear of the 
shop by the entrance of a gentleman; upon taking ny place me- 
chanically behind the counter, the gentleman drew from his pocket 
@ scrap of news paper and pointing to a bit of verse printed upon 
it said with a look of evrious inquiry: "Did you write this?" I 
confessed my guilt with unaffected confusion. Then he said many 
pleasant and encouraging words to me ... and invited me to call 
upon him and to bring what ever I might have written or published. ! 

The youth of course accepted the invitation and carried along his scrap 
book of printed poems, including a dozen pieces from the Golden Era and a 
few others from the Sunday Mercury and the North Pacific Review.© Beside

faking into account the cost to his family, as well as his dislike of 
schools and schoolmsters, Charles probably hesitated te follow King's ad- 
vice. In search of further counsel, apparently, he wrote a letter to the 
editors of the Golden Era; for in the "Answers to Correspondents" colum, 
Jenuary 4, 1863, is printed a reply that seems to deal with his problem:

After family conferences om the mitter, the father decided that Charles 
should enter the City College, an academy in San Franciseo, under the ad- 
ministration of the Reverend George Burrows, who was himself something of a 
poet. This decision ended Stodderd's clerkship with Chileon Beach; and, 
probably in time te begin the second semester, he enrolled as a student at 
the City College. As is characteristic when he wrote of his school-days, he 
recalled little concerning the months at this academy. "A single semester 
at the City College," he briefly recorded, “was enough to convince me that 
city life in combination with the City College was not calculated to es~ 
pecially benefit one of ny temperament.*!?

time each issue became a haven for one or more poems by "Pip Pepperpod. "!2 

His first contribution was “To a Daisy - Evening," in the issue of January 

16, 1863. Ineuspicious though the title is, the lines reveal an increased 
skill in melody: 

And when again with thoughtful feet I tread 
The evening meadows, while the star-decked dusk

At this time, too, he becan to experiment with the sonnet and wrote several 
poems in this form. ‘Some lines of one of these, though the theme is trite 
and the phrasing reminiscent, show an ease and a gracefulness unexpected 
from a begimmer in the stricter forms of poetry:

Ina poem in 
the Era, March 1, 1863, Stoddard hailed him as friend and praised his poetic 
talent. By this time Kendall had dropped the pseudonym "Comet Quirls" and 
wes writing mumerous imginative sketches and elaborately wrought, somewhat 
Poesque lyrics for the Era under his own name. Stoddard remembered him as 
"a tall, black-eyed, long-haired poet, who wrote some excellent verse, "15 
Pormerly a schoolmster eat Petalum, a town about fifty miles north of Sen 
Francisco, he had come te the city, where “he existed as a sort of literary 
waif" and supplemented what little he could earn from his writing by asking 
money of his more prosperous associates. 16 

About this time, too, Stoddard probably mde the acquaintance of Bret 
Harte. For several months past their poems, often side by side, had been 
appearing in the same mgazine. In his article, “Early Recollections of 
Bret Harte," written for the Atlantic Monthly, November, 1896, Stoddard told

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briefly the circumstances of their first association: 


Away back in 1863, when I first met Sret Harte, I begged him 
to write in an album I had recently acquired and of which I was 
very proud. The poet seemed to look upon albums and their keep- 

ere with polite scorn, and it is just possible that I might have 
met with a refusal had not his eye fallen upon the dedication, 
which was a very gracious welcome by the writer, Thoms Starr 
King, to all those who were to follow him. Seeing thie tribute 
eee Harte surrendered.17 


In the album bret Harte wrote a piece of vers de société, entitled "Mary's 
Album." It is not likely that Harte, twenty-seven years old, married, and 
busy miking a solid place for himself,15 had mich time for the shy, twenty- 
year-old student-poet from the City College. A little of Harte’s bright 
conversation and a few friendly words probably were enough to kindle the 
hero~worship to which Stoddard was in those days susceptible.!” naively 
he put his feelings into a poem - "fo Bret" ~ beginning:

A few years later, the two writers were to 
become mich better acquainted. 

Two other literary acquaintances that Stoddard doubtless mde at the 
office of the Golden Era early in 1863 were the co-editors of the magazine, 
Joseph E. Lawrence and Gilbert B. Densmore. Of the first Stoddard wrote: 
"the very pattern of paternal patronage was amiable Joe Lawrence.... He 
was an inveterate pipe-smker, a pillar of cloud he sat in his editorial 
chair, first floor front, on the south side of Clay Street below Montgomery; 
an air of literary mystery enveloped him. He spoke as an oracle....° 
It was he, probably, who urote the sometimes bombastic or patronizing edi- 
torials and the often crudely humorous comments for the “Answers to Corre- 
spondents" colum. Gilbert Densmore, on the other hand, was fully as mich 
en euthor as he was an editor; for he had kept the Era supplied with serial 
fiction since 1861, when appeared his novel The Mysteries of San Francisco. 
Following that were The Secret Tribunal, a novel concerning the Vigilance 
Committee of 1856; Above and Below; or the liysteries of Two Cities, "a ro- 
mance of New York end San Francisco"; and ruming in early 1863, a Civil 
War serial, K. G. C. or, The Mysterious Knight. Ten years later he dram- 
tized The Gilded Age for production in San Francisco. Mark Twain, however, 
prohibited the performance, bought the play from Densmore, and, retaining 
the plot, rewrote the dielogue.2/

Nevertheless, he 
probably was not lonely; for he spent his week-ends across the bay in San 
Prenciseo, where, at the office of the Golden Gra or at the Mercantile 
Library, he could meet the local poets and journalists end share their 
lively conversation.

When the school year ended in Jume, Stoddard was, he said, “a nervous . 
wreck." Mech as he might have desired an education, he could not accustom 
himself to the discipline and regular routine necessary to acquire one. 
"It was my fault, or rather, my misfortune," he said, "that I could not

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The Golden Era Literati (1863-1864) 


During 1863-64, while Stoddard was etudying and writing at school and 
spending his week-ende in Sen Francisco, the Golden Era became for a brief 
gpace, by virtue of the men and women who wrote ite pages, a remarkably 
vigorous periodical. Moreover, the Bre writers during these monthe, it 
might be advanced, started a period of literary activity in San Prencisco 
thet wes to last until the early ‘seventies. They wrote the opening pera- 
graphe of a short tut interesting chapter in the history of American lit- 
erature. 

_ Although there wes already a nucleus of resident San Franciscan writers - 
including Bret Harte and his lesser colleagues, Charles Stoddard, ¥. As Ken- 
dall, Ina Coolbrith, and a few others - a potent impetus for literary 
activity came from several notable visitors who in 1863 began to arrive fron 
New York and whose pens Joseph Lawrence promptly enlisted for the Golden 
Eras Nearly all of them were at this time, or s00n became, the associates 
of Charles Warren Stoddard. 

One of the newcomers was Charles Henry Webb, lately columist and war 
correspondent for the New York Times.. At the age of seventeen, after hav- 
ing read the newly published Moby Dick, he shipped out of Martha's Vineyard 
on the whaler Walter Scott and spent over three years in the South Seas 


end Arctic Ocean. In New York afew years later, he had begun to make a 
none for himself as a journalist and humrous poet.”

thet year, under the name "Inigo," he began writing a spirited weekly 
eolum "Things" for the Golden Sra.” 

Next to arrive, early in August, were the actress-poet Adah Isaacs Men- 
ken and her latest husband, Orpheus 0. Kerr (Robert H. Newell).? Both con- 
tributed to the Era - the one her free spirited, free-verse poetry, and the 
other his humorous sketches. No great excitement, hovever, was created by 
Adah Menken the poet, or by her husband. What San Francisco wanted was to 
see Adah Menken the actress, who soon appeared in the role of Mazeppa at 
Maguire's Opera House. When the cry was raised that her performance was 
immoral, the Era writers came quickly to her defense. Webb, in his colum, 
addressed a letter to “the Bishop," in which he said that on Mondey night 
he had seen Mazepre and that Adah Menken had delighted him. There wes 
nothing immoral, he claimed, about the exhibition. It would be ridiculous 
to those who had read Byron's poem to act the play with clothes; it "would 
be like putting Pocehontas on the stage in erinoline or clothing Ceeser in 
checked pantaloons." Moreover, he concluded (as usual, unable to resist 
his pum), "the play rests upon a stable basis.“ 

Stodderd saw Adeh Menken in Mazeppa and in her other play, The French 
Spy.” Exeept for a few short engagements in other toms, she remained in 
Sen Franciseo until the next year, when she sailed for England, April 23,

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1864.5 During her stay she “held a kind of literary salon for the Bohen- 
4ene,"! where it was, probably, thet Stoddard met her. He rallied to her 
cause, he said, and became her enthusiastic champion.° In 1867 he sent her 
a copy of his printed poems that reached her in Vienna, when she was the 
‘mistress of Alexendre Dumas. She sent back an ingenuous letter of thanke 
and encouragement: 


My Poet: 

Your letter and poems came just today, when kind and beautiful 
things were so mich needed in my heart...

I send you a treasure: the portrait and autograph of my friend, 
Alexendre Dumas....

Let me try to help you with my encouragement 
and the best feelings in my heart. Think of mes I am with you in 
Heaven bless you.

A few years leter she died in Paris. 

In September, came the young journalist Fitzhuch Ludlow, one of the edi- 
torial corps of the New York Evening Post and a regular contributor to 
Harper's Magazine, then at the height of his brief and brilliant career. A 
year after his graduation from Union College he published an autobiographi- 
eal record of his experiences as a narcotic addict, The Hasheesh-Eater

With his com- 
panion Clement Rice, another Virginia City reporter, he “had a glorious 
time."18 1+ is not known exactly how long he remained in San Francisco 
after his arrival in Septenber,’? or whether he paid the city another visit 
before beginning work for the Call late in May, 1664. 

If Mark Twain had been in San Francisco on the first of November, 18635, 
he could have met the “Genial Showman,*® Artems Ward, who arrived there on 
that day.2° Ward delivered his humrous lecture "Sabes in the Woods" at 
Platt's Hall on Friday the 13th.2! He had coms te San Franciseo on Thoms 
Maguire's telegraphed invitation, "What would you take for forty nights in 
San Francisco?" ®arendy oni sote,* was the reply that next day moved all - 
Sen Francisco to leughter.2* The receipts of his first lecture were $1624 
in gold ($3320 in legal tender),©> and Platt's Hall was incapable of hold- 
ing half the crowd who tried to get in to hear him.

The next number of the Era carried her colum, "Ada Clare," where she 
wrote in pert and racy style of her voyage out and geve her first impres- 
sions of Sen Francisco. The same issue of the paper contained a long and 
rather fulsome editorial remarking her aristocratic comections in Charles- 
ton and calling her "the fairest and most accomplished lady ever associated 
with American journaliom." "We doubt not," said the editor, "thet in San 
Francisco as in New York, the finest minds in the world of belles lettres 
will instinctively yield a chivalrous intellectual allegiance to a throne 
occupied by genius in ites mst delicate and charming presentment." 
Behind the epithets and the appeal for a chivalrous allegiance to the 
throne of genius any perheps, more of a motive then the mere desire to 
offer a fitting welcome to a brilliant woman journalist. Although ummr-~ 
ried, Ada Clare had brought along her little son Aubrey. Moreover, gossip 
had followed her from New York, where it waa generally believed that Gott- 
schalk, the pianist and composer, was the father of her child.> the 
trouble the editor seemed to heve sensed was not long in arriving. Ina 
review of the play Camille, Ada Clare scored off "such women as are lapped 
in the dead level of insignificance; who have never erred nor been tempted

and added that the “divine triumph of a Camille is e stab to all that is 
most vital in them." Three papers took iseve with these remrks, and Ada 
Clare wae accused of insulting “propriety, virtue, and chastity." Promptly 
“te her defense came a eriter in the California Ledger who concluded hie 
article by saying: "If I my be allowed to look for a motive ... I should 
say that the three editors attacked the lady because she happened to have 
deen born in South Carolina.*?”!te author of the defending article, who 
signed his name "Ralph," was perhaps Ralph Keeler, then a teacher of for- 
eign languages at a private school on Rincon Hill, but soon to become a 
‘member of the group of Era writers and a friend of Charles Stoddard and 
Ade Clare. 

Meanwhile, Ada Clare, the one woman among the passengers, hed made the 
trip by stage to Virginia City,-° whence her acquaintance Adah Menken had 
recently returned after playing before packed audiences that paid fourteen 
hundred dollars a night to see her in Mezeppa.”” Indeed, it was Adah Men- 
ken*s success in the fest, possibly, that caused Ada Glare also to try her 
fortune there. She had long hoped to succeed on the stage."9 Although she 
hed failed es an actress in New York, she probably believed that she might 
be better received by the supposedly less discriminating audiences of San 
Prancisco. Her journalism would prepare the way by exciting curiosity, and

Be- 
fore mking the journey, however, she would need advice and information.

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In 1864 Keeler was twenty-four years old, three years older than Stod- 
derd. An orphan at eight, he was sent to live with an uncle at Buffalo. 
At ten he ran away and began a vagabond life during which he worked as a 
pantry boy on a Great Lakes steamer, a train bey in the Middle West, a 
black-fece comedien with Johnny Booker, a famous minstrel, and finally as 
an actor on the "Floating Palace," a large show-boat plying the Ohio and 
Mississippi. At eighteen he entered Kenyon College, wheres he stayed until

‘Stoddard sailed probably some time early in August, 1864, for he said 
that he left for Hawaii "a few weeks" efter Ada Clare.+ the trip, under 
normal weather conditions, would have teken about fifteen days. When he 
arrived he was “completely domiciled im the home of dear old friends" up 
Numem Valley, two miles from the town of Honolulu, “next door to the resi- 
dence of the minister of foreign relations, his Excellency Robert Crichton 
Wiley. ** 

At the time of his arrival, Ada Clare was absent on an excursion to the 
island of Hawaii. He found that among the white families the mention of 
her name was none too agreeable; for, having along her hoy (then seven or 
eight years old) she had registered at the hotel as "Miss Ada Clare and 
son.* When she soon returned, Stoddard was at the dock to greet her; and 
in the face of righteous censure, he kissed her publicly when they met.?

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One day while he lounged in hie hammock "under the kukuis" a message 
was delivered bidding him appear at "Rosebank," "His Excellency's" house 
next door. It read: "Come in to tea; I have something to confide in yous" 
While the toast was being meade and the tea brewed, the eccentric, seventy- 
year-old island statesman begen to ply Stoddard with questions about Ada 
Glare. While he had been walking home from the royal offices, a heavy 
shower began to fall. Half way up the valley he had seen under a tree by 
the roadside "a blue-eyed blond, with a youngster, black-eyed and flaxen 
deluge." ‘The old gentleman offered to take then to shelter under his lerge 
umbrella, but he was "delicately repulsed by the lady." His curiosity was 
eroused, and knowing that she and Stoddard were acquainted, he inquired 
ahout the particulars of her history." 

After that, Ada Clare was a frequent guest at Rosebank. The old soldier- 
of-fortune admired her vivacious talk, her "vielet eyes and corn~coloured 
hair," end especially her courage. Many afternoons in his garden she “would 
swing in her hammock and roll her cigarette."

In his thirty-eight years the man had seen much of the world and of life. 
He had left his New England home as a boy, learned the technique of trapeze 
performing, joined a circus, and visited California, Australia, Tahiti, and 
finelly Hawaii, where he managed the Royel Hawaiien Theater and served as 
government botanist. He was a moxber of several scientific societies and 
obtained his living chiefly from the sale of botanical apeeinena, which he 


gultivated on the theater grounds. Stoddard described him as “most eccen- 


tric" end “greatly loved by a feu, intensely disliked by mny, and perhaps 
fully understood by no one, *15 

Im 1875 the Hawaiien authorities discovered that he had leprosy and 
sentenced him to confinement. He escaped to the mainland, however, and in 
1882 was discovered in Selem, Masseclusettes.’” Before he died the next 
year, Stoddard wrote te him there, end received « long and pathetic letter 
in reply.2° 

In spite of the interesting individuals he found in Hawaii, Charles re-

The little volume created wide- 
spread curiosity; it was reviewed and re-reviewed; it was ebused and defend- 
ed; and Bret Harte, generally kmown to be the editor although his name did 
not appear, was accused of omitting the work of better poets in order to 
inelude that of his friends, the eriters for the Califormian.

His local frionds 
urged him on with generous and well~meant encouragement. “Even Bret Harte, ® 
he said, "whom I had come to look upon as my guide, philosopher and friend,

The book of verse that Stoddard contemplated publishing was, in his first 
conception of it, a thin volume, printed on heavy paper, in good type, +o 
well at fifty cents. fis model for format was Thomas Bailey Aldrich's The

the best printer in Sen Francisco. Bosqui was interested, but advised him 
to bring out e mich more ambitious volume than he had et first intended. 
It should be printed on the finest rag paper available, be illustrated by 
William Keith, the best kmowm of Californian artists, and the price would 
be three dollers a copy. Since the bookstores could not be expected to 
dispose of an edition at this price, the book was to be sold by subseription. 
Though Stoddard had no wish thus to impose upon the public, he had become 
®as *pye* in the hands of the printer" and agreed to the scheme. A dis- 
tinguished lawyer, with an order for ten copies, headed the list of sub- 
seribers; Stoddard's friends solicited in his behalf; and before long “near- 
ly every well-known namo in the Professional, Political, Religious, and 
Social Circles of California" had been added to the Mist.”

4n edition of seven hundred end fifty 
copies had been struck off - five hundred for America and two hundred and 
fifty for England,” the latter hendled by Tribner & Company, London.7!

Shortly afterward he wrote another article, 
also unsigned, for the San Prencisco Drametic Chronicle, in which he attack- 
_ @@ the book, referred to himself as “the pompous blockhead of the Califor= 
Bien," end called Stoddard the spoiled pet of the San Francisco literary 
®ring." When it was discovered that Bowman was the author of the two con 
trasting reviews, he was roundly scourged for his double-dealing, but he 
kept the mtter alive by anonymously defending himself and contimzing the 
attack upon Stodderd. Other reviewers aired their opinions, end for sev- 
eral weeks there raced “the Pocts' War," as the newspapers called the 
affair.7> 

Eastern papers, also, reviewed the book. The Netion praised the formt, 
but condemed the content for its initativeness and lack of vigor. E. 0. 
Stedman in the New York Evening Mail gave it generous praise, as did Willian 
Winter in the New York Weekly Review, Paul Hamilton Hayne in Southern 
Opinion of Richmond, and Williem Gilmore Simms in Southern Society of Bal- 
timre. Others, notably Edward Rowland Sill in the New York Round Table, 
tempered praise with adverse criticism. English reviews, mildly favorable, 
appeared in the Saturday Review and the London Athenacun.77

On his return to San Francisco, Steddard had work awaiting him that was 
much less congenial than addressing letters and presentation copies of his 
book to fammus authors. He set about collecting the subscription money; 
but finding himself unequal to the task, he placed it in the hands of “one 
who kmew how to tattle with the world," he said, and "fled into the wilder- 
ness." 

The wilderness he fled to was Yosemite, where he intended te spend the 
winter: put with a cheracteristic change of mind, he remined only until 
late Novenber,”> chen he left the valley before the coming snow storms would 
have made departure impossible.

When Stoddard went to Yosemite Valley the second time, he hed just taken 
one of the most important stepe in his life. On November 2, 1867, he was 
baptized a Catholic.’ Hie decision had not been sudden, for behind it ley 
several years of questing for religious peace end a growing conviction that 
he would find it only in the Catholic Church. 

Ae early as 1862 or 1863, he said, he had begun occasionally to attend 
mss.” In 18635 hie German pieno teacher, the organist at St. Mary's Ca- 
thedral, took him often to the organ left so that he might listen te the 
musi¢.? Moreover, several of his poems written before he became a Cath~ 
olie employ images reflecting his interest in Catholicion. In "Dusk," for 
example, printed November 23, 1862, the setting sm is "at Angelus kneel- 
ing," and in the glory of the evening sky Christ crucified ascends:

The book is autobiographical in only a limited sense: it is a self 
portrait of Stoddard, end many of the circumstances recounted are fact or 
fact. However, the chronology of his life and that of the book 
are often at variance. Many of the events that cecurred and people he met 
in twelve years of his life, Stoddard puts into this book as belonging to

present life of » it is made cautiously and with an understanding 
of the book's limitations as autobiography.

Towards the end of October, 1866, Stoddard sailed for Honolulu with a 
commission to write a series of letters, “Hawaiian Island Notes,* for the 
Gen Prancises Evening Bulletin. In the first of these, dated December 5, 


1868, written while he was staying at a house in Nuvanu Valley, he told of 


having been on a horseback trip around Oahu with a man he called Major J. 


At the end of December, he set out from Honolulu in a schooner bound for 
the Island of Hawaii. A storm blew up, however, and the captein put into

His Tahitian experiences were te provide material for several of his 
best poems and proce sketches,~° which during the following two years were 
te appear in such mgezines as the Overland, Lippincott's, the Galaxy, 
Serilmer's Monthly, end the Atlantic.

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This letter, evidently, was the beginning of Stoddard'’s connection with 
the Alte California, a San Francisco daily newspaper. His colum "swallow 
Flights" began in the issue for August 21, 1871, and continued to appear 
every week until January 14, 1672, shortly efter which Stoddard again left 
San Francisco for Hawaii. 

In "Swallow Flights® he recounted mny of his activities during this 
period. In the first article he told of heving gone the Sunday before “with 
a thin dime secreted on my person® on a cruise around the bay aboard the 
stern-sheeler Chin-du-len. The rudder fell away; and the boat drifted dan- 
gerousiy for two hours, until a tug towed it back to the Pacific Street 
wharf. Wuch of his tims was spent in San Francisco, where he visited the 
art galleries and the theaters. One of his favorite haute was Woodward's 
Gardens, a popular amusement park frequented by all classes of San Francis- 
pe where donkey riding, athletic performances, zoological exhibits, 
South Sea Islanders, picnics, and so forth were the staple enterteinment. 
Frequently "Swallow Plights® offered his lueubrations on such trivialities 
as the turkish bath he took to cure a cold, the peacefulness of Oakland 
while the university students were away on vacation, berber shops, novel 
writing, compulsory education, his father’s flock of hens, dove-cotes, sup- 
per time, and miscellaneous other mtters.

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On April 12, 1873, at Lehaina, Stoddard'’s younger brother Sam, aged

Hie lugeage had gone astray, end he had lost Miller's 
address. Forlorn he wandered the streets looking for a night's lodging, 
but since it was carnival time no lodgings were to be had. Finally he found 
a hotel where he wes allowed to sleep on a bench until midnight, when he 
wes given @ room reserved for guests who had not arrived to elaim it. 

Next day he went to the English bank in the Piazza di Spagna, where one 
could be "pretty sure to meet mst of the Americans in tom,* and waited 
until Miller appeared:

About the first of July, Stoddard left Rome for an extended tour through 
Itely.

Early in August he began to work his 
way north toward Venice, stopping at various places on the way = Perugia, 
Loretto, Ravenna, and Bologna.15

Upon his return from Europe, August 26, 1877, instead of going immedi- 
ately home, Stoddard remained for seven months in the East.

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In Sen Franciseo during the winter Stoddard was doubtless looking for a 
position that would pay him sufficient incoms te live on. His articles 
for the Chronicle brought but fifteen dollars e week,” and so far as is 
Ikmown, he was earning no other income. His friends who were in a position 
te help him, however, mew that he could not confine himself to the disci- 
pline of regular work. They were reedy to dine him and wine him, but they 
were umwilling to give hima job. Possibly, realizing his unfitness for 
certain kinds of work, he would not take what cpportunities were offered. 
It is related that an influentiel woman managed to get him a minor political 
appointment, a clerical position. She warned him, however, that he would 
have to pay strict attention to his duties, do them efficiently, and be at 
his desk on time every morning. 

"Oh," said Stoddard, "I couldn't do that!l® 

*Well then,* seid she, irritated with his apparent indifference, “you 
ean just starve!* 

"Yes," replied Stoddard mournfully, “yes, perhaps thet would be better. "= 

Hie trouble in finding a satisfactory means of livelihood in San Francis- 
eo, he evidently told in letters to his actor friend Harry Edwards. Ina 
letter of February 13, 1879, Edwards, who had been meeting various literary 
men in Boston, wrote encouraging him te come East ani find work there:

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At the very time this letter was written, Stoddard was about to test his 
powers as a lecturer, perhaps with a view of going East with a second string 
for his bow. Because in private conversation Stoddard talked freely and 
charmingly of hie experiences abroad, his friends doubtless encouraged him 
to try the lecture platform. On February 9, 1879, the Alta California ran 
the following:

During the days on which Stoddard delivered his lectures it rained 
steadily. Although the first lecture was only moderately attended, the 
others drew larger audiences; for the Bulletin, the Chronicle, and the 
Gall supported him loyaily, each ruming long articles exhorting the pub- 
lic to attend. Concerning the first lecture the Chronicle reported: 

Mr, Stoddard delivered his descrirtive lecture in ea siear 
yoles, and enlivened it with sundry delicate bits of humor, which 
the audience seemed to enjoy. He was repeatedly and warmly ap- 
Plauded during the lecture and et its close.2/ 

The columist who wrote the "Around the City" colum for the Alta for- 
mia, however, expressed a different view: 

The attendance at the first of the series of C. W. Stoddard's 
lectures ... was not very large, and those present were somewhat 
disappointed that the lecturer said 20 little, and that so many 
of the pictures were passed without a word of explanation. The 
cause of charity, however, hides a mititude of imperfections ... 
whether or not the entertainment offered is a success from a lit- 
erary and artistic point.28 

Nevertheless, the Alta reported of the second lecture that Stoddard had ac- 
quitted himself with “mech ability, enchaining the interest of hearers to 


the very end. *29

In June 1879 Stedderd began writing for the Argonaut a weekly sketch 
usually based upon mteriel dram from his past experiences or observation. 
At the same time he still had articles appearing in the Chronicle. With 
his small income probably at least doubled, he evidently felt that he could 
afford te live in quarters of hie om instead of with his parents. At any 
Sid 2 wae eheak tide tine nt he vented 0 teres, half-ruined house at 
3 Vernon Place on Rincon Hill. The rear of the house overmmg a cut in the 
hill that had been mde by a real estate development company, and the rains 
had so undermined ite foundations thet it was thought no longer safe for 
habitation. For “the Byrie,* as he called this place, Stoddard paid ten 
dollars a month rent.” 

It ie « curious fact that the period of Stoddard's contributions to the 
Argonaut ~ June 7 to September 27, 1879 - coincides with the period when 
Ambrose Bierce was absent from the office of that paper.” Jerome Hart, a 
journalist who was on the staff of the Argonaut and who was later its omer, 
knew both Bierce and Stoddard well. In his volume of reminiscences, In Our 
Second Century (1951), he remrked: "He [Stoddard j loathed Bierce, and

? Bierce, engaged in a mining venture, was absent from the Argonaut office 
rg des 1879, to November of that year (Carey McWilliams, Ambrose Bierce, 
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Bierce detested him."* ‘hat they had quarreled is not improbable, for 
Bierce quarreled with many; and Stoddard, though he was usually amiable, 
would not brook insult and had the courage to say what was in his mind. 

It is possible, though it seems improbable, that Stoddard’s employment by 
the Argonaut was contingent upon Bierce's absence. 

Whatever the explanation, Steddard's work ceased to appear in the Argo- 
neut with the issue for September 27, 1879. The reason, probably, was that 
his contributions were thought wmeuitable for the caustic little mgezine, 
which specialized in satire, local politics, and personal vituperation. 

Bis talents were of another sort, and, even if he had tried, he could not 
have succeeded in pleasing either the editor or the readers of the Argonaut. 

Shortly after Stoddard's connection with the Argonaut had ended he wrote 
to the editor of the Ave Maria, Father Deniel Hudson, C.8.C., asking whether 
some poems he had contributed were acceptable and adding some information —

Shortly after this letter was written Stoddard met Robert Louis Steven- 
gon, also at this time poor and depressed in spirit. Their association, 
however, seems to have done them both good, for of it both have left pleas- 
ant memories. Enowing almost no one, Stevenson had come to San Francisco 
at the end of December, 1379,! and was staying in poor lodgings on Bush 
Strest and living on seventy eente a day.” Stoddard said that he met him 
at the studio of an artist friend,” probably Virgil Williams, a friend of

Stoddard's to whom Stevenson dedicated The Silverado Squatters, or gener 
haps Joe Strong, whose mother-in-law Stevenson mrried a year later. Fre- 
quently the two writers visited each other at their lodgings.!° 

According to Stoddard, hie decaying precarious dwelling delighted the 
romancer's imagination: 


Ae he locked about my eyrie with aesthetic glance, almest his 
first words were: “What a background for a novel!" He seemed to 
relish it ell = the impending crag that might topple any day or 
hours the modest side decor thet had become my front door be- 
cause the rest of the building was sone; the ivy-roofed geranium 
walled conservatory wherein I slept... 

He liked the crumbling estete, and even as mech of it as had 
gone into the depths forever. He liked the endl ail and sighing 
cypresses, with their reote in the elr, that hung and clung upon 
the rugged edge of the reminder. He liked the shaky stairway 
that led to it (when it was not out of gear), and all that wae 
irrelative and irrelevant; what might have been irritating to 


another wae to him singularly appealing end engaging.«..++ 


Inte his novel The Wrecker, Stevenson put a brief account of Stoddard 
end the "Eyrie®: 


The first of these incidents brought me in acquaintance with 
& certain San Francisco character, who had something of a name 
beyond the limite of the city, and was kmown to mny lovers of 
good English. I had discovered a new slum, a place of precarious, 
sandy cliffs, deep, sandy cuttings, solitary, ancient houses, and 
the butt-ends of streeta.... Thither I used to mount by a crumbling 
footpath, and in front of the last of the houses, would sit down 
to sketch. ‘The first dey I saw I was observed, out of the ground- 
floor window, by a youngish, good-looking fellow, premturely 
bald, and with an expression both lively and engaging. The second, 
ao we were still the only figures in the lendscape, it was no more 
than natural thet we should nod. The third, he came fairly out 
from his entrenchments, praised my sketch, and with the impromtu

When Stevenson fell ili and moved to Oakland, his friend used to cross 
the bay te visit him there. Convalescent, he read some of Stoddard’s mam- 
seript, including an article on certain interesting people Stoddard had

Earning practically no income, Stoddard continued to Hive in Sen Pran- 
Gisee for ancther year. His psrents, who being rithout income themselves 
could have helped him but little, had gone to Hawaii to visit their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Parker Makee.!4 At Feather Hudson's request he was again trying 
to write verse, tut the poems that appeared in the Ave Maria were few and 
could not have brought mech money. Two sketches printed during 1851 were 
*Primevel California" in Scribner's end a "A Tropical Sequence," in the 
Atlantic; tut the first was in payment of his debt, and the second had been 
bought and paid for seven years earlier.!5

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Chronicle letters on his Egyptian tour; but it appeared in the company's 
inexpensive "Handy-Yolume Series,® and though it seems to have sold wet? 
it probably earned aml royalties. Doubtless the mrket for the beok was 
Snevebaed ty the eurrant interest tn Egypt, the geverneent of which had 
been recently taken over by England. Filled with deseriptions of street 
etenes, mosques, bazaars, pyramids, and the sights along the Mile, it was 
a mildly entertaining, engagingly written guidebook for Americen tourists 
on a visit to Egypt; and it was little mre. “The Moolid cf the Prophet® - 
the last of the twenty~one sketches in the Mttle volume = is perhaps the 
only one thet earns its place between cloth covers. In this the religious 
festival, with the fanatical demonstrations of the whirling dervishes and 
the sheik riding over their prostrate bodies in the streets of Cairo, fur- 
nishes vivid mvement and flashes of color that show Stoddard at his best.

How Stoddard managed to live during this period of poverty is suggested 
in one of his letters to Father Hudson’? ana one to E. C. Stedmn.'® fe 
sold some of his possessions; he often went without breakfast and lunch;

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before, it had been the home of Jules Dudoit, the French commissioner, 
who was murdered by his Chinese servant.” The private graveyard of the 
Dudeit family was on the premises; and along one side of the property was 
a cemetery. The grounds were overgrown with luxuriant vegetation.’ the 
house itself was a large, rambling, airy, termite-ridden structure, with 
@ broad glassed-in veranda, where Stoddard spent mech of his time reading 
or writing. Here he lived for the next ten months.” Im his diary and in 
letters te friends on the minlend, he always referred to the house as 
"spook Hall” and to Mrs. Harris as “Lady Spook.® 

Stoddard's work for the Saturday Press was of a kind for which by ten- 
perament and talent he was wholly unsuited. Once a month he wrote an 
editorial attacking directly or indirectly King Kalakaua and Walter Murray

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Gibson, © the king's chief advisor. King Kalakava, a shrewd, intelligent, 
but spendthrift native ruler had encountered difficulty obtaining from 
his legislature appropriations sufficiently large to pay hie expensive liv- 
ing costs and to gratify hie love of display. He set about mking himself 
independent of his legislature. Aiding him were several white men, the 
most able of whom was Gibson, formerly a lrmon missionary. Opposing the 
king's party were the missionary and commercial interests, who wished to 
see the government efficiently and economically opereted and to have a large 
 @hare in directing it. Gibson was regarded as a soldier of fortune whose 
influence over the king would be dangerous to the kingdom. Despite opposi-~ 
tion, the king appointed him Minister of Foreign Affeirs and Prime Minister 
in isse.! 

Steddard's editoriale, apparently written from data supplied by others, 
ineluded exposés of Cibson's life before and after he came to Hawaii, an 
article suggesting that Gibson's acts proved him insane, one ridiculing 
his "Ministerial Tour" of the Islands, articles attacking the king's pro- 
posed coronation ceremonies and his recent trip around the world, and one

in these was to attack through sarcasm and innuendo, implying that both 
Gibson end the king were mentally unbalanced. Ao satire the editorials lack 
force and urbanity: and their goesipy, mildly humrous tone detracts further 
from any effectiveness they might have had. Political journaliem was a 
field for which Stoddard had no talent; and the wonder is that his employ~ 
ers did not realize this before they brought him to Honolulu. 

Stedderd, however, was enjoying his fourth sojourn im Hawaii. His duties 
for the Saturday Press did not require hie regular presence at the office,

"StageReeket Bungalow," as Stoddard called the house he mved to, was 
occupied by three young men with whom he had probably become acquainted 
during hie brief stay at the Hawaiian Hotel when he arrived in Honolulu. 
These were Austin Whiting, a government attorney; Edward Adama, who worked 
in the office of the Oceanic Steamship Company; and Charles Deering, twenty- 
two years cold, an employee at the Bishop Bank. 

Describing his new environment Stodderd wrote to Father Hudson, Septem 
ber 21, 1882: 


Another change has come into my life. “Spook Hall" - where 
I was so happy .«. is no more. I have been obliged te desert 
thet delicious solitude and now by way of contrast, I am keep- 
ing house with three young men. We have the whole house; a 
room for each of us, with a common reception room, diming etc. 
A Chinamen cooks for us and tidies the house - I do the most 
of the latter myself - and we share the expenses between us... 
Of course these boys are more or less wild « but they have 
toned down mech since my arrival and will before long be very 
fine fellows. They are ell protestants - or nothing - and ay 
room with Crucifixes ete. etc. is their constant wonderment. 
I am happy, after a fashion, here.«... But I do not mow how 
_ long I shall be able to mike enough to live on; my engagement 
_ @loees in six weeks from date.... I try not te think of it < 
end so fer have not worried - but I dread being driven back

Another letter written two days later to his acquaintance Will Stuart, a 
young actor in New York, adds other details of his life at the bungalow: 


I've beteken myself to a Bachelor Bungalow, on a hill, com 
mandine the sea from here to Madagascar, and with the youth and 
beauty of Kalekeua's Capitol in the foreground. Four of us pley

In November, 1882, Stoddard’s arrangement with the Saturday Press came 
te an end. Thrum, the omner, apparently agreed te continue him as a con=- 
tributor, but at the rete of five dollars a weekly article instead of seven- 
ty dollars nonthly.? Stoddard's share of the expenses at the bungalow was 
from thirty-five to forty dollars a months” fo help him meet his expenses,

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Austin Whiting of the bungalow lent him small amounts of money from time 
to time.” Hie friend Rollin Daggett,° the American minister, tried to 
help him te some suitable position, such as the librarianship of the gov- 
ernment library,’ but without success. for the next six mnths, during 
the winter and spring of 1882-1883, he seems to have done almost no work 
other than preparing his sketches for the Saturdey Press.® 

Stoddard's essociates at thie time were mstly the friends of his bun- 
gelow companions. On Setober 23, 1882, his artist friends Joe and Isobel

Racket Bungalow." The Strongs, a man named Frank Hatch, and the Spencers 
(a couple at whose house the others usually foregeathered on Wednesday 
evenings) formed his most intimte circle outside the "bmzgalow crowd.” 
Inte this circle Steddard brought Charles Deering, of the bungalow. For 
this youth, to whom he refers in his diery as the "Kid," Steddard felt a 
strong attraction, which seezs to have been of a homosexual neture.!? 
Stodderd's letters at this time te Father Hudeon tell little except 
that he contimned to worry over his "temporal affairs.*=* On June 5, 1883, 
however, apparently seekine some congenial mbject to eccuzy his pen, he 
wrote to his friend and told him of his idea for another book:

This proposal was the germ of the little book A Troubled Heart, a minor 
classic of its kind, which hes helped te keep Steddard's name familiar 
still to mny Catholic readers. 

For the time being, however, he appeare to have dons nothing towards 
writing thie book. Instead, es he wrote Father Hudson, September 9, 1883, 
he begen a novel. One of his companions, probebly Whiting, bed "offered, 
nay urged me to let him become accountable for my share of the household 
expenses «.. witil I write a novel the piet of which has long been in my 
head.” two months leter he wrote again saying thet he hed given up the 
novel te “do some job-work in which I teke no interest and for which I em 
poorly paid but I need the 1ittle mney it will bring mo."!* the job-work 
to which he refers is his booklet A Trip to Hewati, an illustrated guide 
book written in narrative form, published the next year by the Oceanic 
Steamship Company. Im the same letter he remarked: "It is because I am ill 
thet I write eae I do; I em not alwsys compleining.... ZI am only a premture- 
ly gray, premturely beld, sad-syed, soft-hearted fellow who has been mde

Stoddard's illness to which he referred in this letter was little mre,

Im Sen Franeiseo Stoddard enjoyed the society of hia Bohemian Club 
friends, in whose compeny he spent most of his time theres He returned to 
Honolulu on board the steamer Meriposs, which docked in the afternoon of 
March 8, 1884.2 "the change," he wrote to Father Hudson, “hes done me good

His good spirits, however, did not last long. At the bungalow, his 
jealous quarrel with the "Kid" contimed,. The youth was engaged in a 
Glandestine love affair with Joe Strong's wife Isobel; and this upset 
Stoddard so mich that, after two mnths of hard drinking and fruitless ef- 
forts te get his mind on his writing, he suddenly left the bungalow to 
stay with his parents at Waihee on the island of maui.” 

At Waihee, where he remained from May 6 wmtil July 19, he led a quiet, 
lazy, domestic life, reading and writing mech of each day and visiting his 
friends at Yeiluky or his sister, who lived near his parents.© 

The writing that occupied him at this time was a series of letters for 
a recently established Honolulu newapaper, the Daily Hawaiian. ‘The letters, 
under the general heading "From the Windward," described various scenes on 
Hewi and dealt with such topics as the end of the cane-grinding season at 
Parker Makee’s plantation, Wailuku on mrket day, or a trip to Iao Valley. 
They give his impressions in deft, colerful, pleasant<sounding prose of 
the cloud effects on Haleakala, of the tinted mists that hang over the gorge 
of Isao, of two whirlwinds dancing across a dusty, red field, or of the mny 
waterfalls that burst suddenly from verdant cliffs during a rain storm.

With the money he hoped to receive for his letters to the Daily Hawaiian, 
Stoddard intended to visit various localities on lui and then go on to 
Yelokei for another vieit to the leper settlement. Thus he would gather 
new material for further sketches. But when at lest the mney came the 
amount was sc small - twenty-five dollars - that he gave up his plan and 
retumed to Honolulu, taking hie room again et "Steg-Racket Bungalow." 

While he had been at Waihee, restive and trying to forget the "Kid," 
his thoughts turned once more to the story of his search for religious 
peace and his conversion to Catholicism. He referred to this again in a 
letter to Father Hudson: "I am stagnating because I have not enough to do - 
end there is elways the gnawing at my heart, that unsatisfied lenging which 
nothing seems to satisfy.... I wonder if I can write my sketch of my grop~ 
ing about in search of ar Po yee Pather Hudson replied en- 
couragingly, and when Stoddard next wrote to his friend, efter having re- 
turned to Honolulu, he hed begun work on his "little eutobiogrephy," which 
he then proposed to call "The Story of a Sorrowing Soul, and How It Was 
Comforted at Last.*?

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For two months in the upropitious atmsphere of the bungalow, he work- 


ed deily at this book, completing it early in September. In it he told of 
his unhappy childhood, of his longing for a religious haven, and of finding 
it eat last in the Catholic Church. There are pages of this little book 
thet for beauty of expression are unsurpassed in any of his ether prose vol- 
umes. Moreover, it has depth of feeling, seriousness, and unity - qualities 
his work frequently lacks = that cause some readers to regard it as the fin- 
est of his works. 

About the time Stoddard completed A Troubled Heart and How It fas Com- 
forted at Last + the title finally decided upon - he received, through the 
influence of Father Hudson, en invitation to join the faculty at Notre 
Dame. On this occasion he wrote his friend a long, self-revealing letter: 


Dear Priend - 

You ere a friend in deed ss. and I thank you from my heart; 
but I have mch to say in my reply and will say it under three 
heads = 

I = Concerning my going to Notre Dame; 
II = Something to show President falsh; 
III = About my little sketch for the "Ave Maria.* 

I like the idea of going to Notre Dame and making it my home. 

If I had an independant income I would travel and write from 
and about the countries I was traveling in.

While he was awaiting e reply to this letter, Stoddard obtained official 
permission to visit the leper colony on Molokei, On October 6, in the com 
pany of two physicians - Dr. Pitch, of the Board of Health, and Dr. Mauritz, 
who thought of becoming resident shysician at the leper settlement - he 
left Honolulu by a small steamer for Kaunakakei. Thence they rode on horse-~ 
back to the top of the ridge that separates the two sides of the islend of 
Molokai. Leaving their horses they descended the cliff that walls off the 
leper settlement of Kalawac, where they were received by Father Damien. 
Stodderd imeediately liked the little priest and spent mich time during the 
visit in his comany. To gather notes he accompanied the doctors on their 
_ visits to the wards, observing the leprous patients in various stages of 
their disease. Father Damien gave him further informtion, telling his 
life story and of his plans for improving conditions at the coleny. On the 
morning of October 10 Stoddard and the doctors climbed the cliff; and that 
night they were teken aboard the ateamer from a smll boat off Kauakakei 
and returned to Honolulu.

Stoddard arrived in Sen Francisco on December 22, 1884.! ‘The next dey 
he wrote to Father Hudson that the Hawaiien representative on the way to 
the World's Fair at New Orleans had offered to pay his expenses to that 
city end asked if he could postpone for a month his arrival at Notre Dame.* 
Instead of going to New Orleans, however, he remiined in San Francisco for 
nearly two mnths, and arrived at the college on Jamary 28,” shortly before 
the begiming of the second semester. 

At Notre Dame Stoddard taught two classes, one in literature and com 
position (with nineteen students) and the other in literary eriticism (sith 
eight students). ‘The experience of teaching being new to him, he was at

first a little nervous about meeting his classes and sometimes had dif- 
ficulty in getting through an hour of instruction, as his diary shows: 

In fifteen minutes I had exhausted the text of the day and 
then was on my beam ends, I talked against time and at last was 


driven to telling stories of the Islands, which seemed to interest 
ne ae fetch a leugh now and again. But it was a little try- 
ing. 


Before long, however, he became accustomed to his new work: "Classes grow- 
ing more familiar, and I mre at ease with them; the worry of preperation - 
the little pang that used to come with the class bell - all are gone. This 
may or may not argue well, for it my be indifference....™ He tried hard 
to mke his classes interesting. The text books, which he found uninspired 
and bigoted, he soon “threw to the winds"; and substituting mterials and 
assignments of his own, he sought to teach his own views and set of values. 
Probebly his courses lacked order and were at times thin in content; but 
it is equally probable that, infused with humor and lively anecdote, they 
were entertaining and, to some students, stimulating. The students liked 
end admired him; and Father Walsh, the president, repeatedly said that, 
despite his legity in discipline, he was a good tensher.© 

Stoddard's closest friend at Notre Dame was Father Hudson, the editor 
of the Ave Maria, with whom he had been corresponding for the past seven 
years. Although unobtrusive, shy, and sensitive, the young priest had in

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ten years of hard work and the exercise of excellent editorial judgement 
made the Ave Meria the most widely circuleted of American Catholic magazines.’ 
Often in the evenings he went to Stoddard's room, and over their cigars the 
two friends exchanged confidences and talked of literature until midnight.® 
At Father Hudson's request Steddard wrote frequently for the Ave Maria, not- 
ably a series of articles on Father Damien and the lepers of Mblokai, which 
ran during the sumer of 1885, under the title "The Martyrs of Molokai." 

Stoddard made many friends among the boys at Notre Dame. With some of 
them he twice went on camping trips over the week-end to nearby woods.” 
Often they came to his room in the dormitory to talk and smoke,!° although 
the school authorities discouraged the students from amking.!! He became 
particularly interested in Charles Porter, a student he referred to in his

His money was so far gone that 
he had to borrow e dollar from Father Welsh to pay the cabman who drove him 
out to the college.@° puring the semester, besides carrying on his teach- 
ing, he continued to write for the Ave Maria, contributed peems to the 
Overland Monthly, and wrote a series of travel letters on his Alasken eruise 
for the Sen Franciseo Chronicle. Christmas vacation he spent at the home 
of one of his students, Thomas Cleary, at Covingten, Kentwekys 

Stoddard's lest semester (his third) at Netre Dame seems to have been 
very wihappy. In Jammry he became ill with misria,= which contimed to 
harass him throughout the remaining mnths.2 Besides, he had growm bitter 
towerd Father Walsh and the prefects, who, he believed, were discriminating 
ageinst his "Cub," Charlie Porter. On June 20, at the end of the semester, 
he recorded in his diary:

On their return from the cruise they spent a few weeks at Boston Highlands 
and then sailed acain in the Norm, this time along the coast of imine.”

In London, where he found old friends, he was happier:

On the twentieth of October Stoddard wrote thet he and the VYails were set- 
tled at Mmich and that they intended to pags the winter there: 


We are in a somewhet celebrated pempion = my first experience 
in the notorious boarding~house whieh is the haunt of English 
end American idlers abroad -. 

We each have our own chamber ~ mine is very cozy = and a pri- 
vate salen; but we feed at 2 common table where English and 
Ameriecsn is spoken to excees, I have begun to plume my wings and 
I hope in the course of an other week to find myself in my element. 

Meanwhile we have all three begun the study of German; a daily 
lessons... I never hope to spesk it ~ and I would much prefer giv- 
ing the winter to French = but the Carmen is thrust upon me and I 
find no French at hand so I mke the best of the situation.13 


At Munich Stoddard began again to write for the Ave Maria - groups of 
travel letters, which ran in the mgazine throughout 1669 and 1890. ‘The 


money for these he directed Father Fudson to send to his sister, then in 


San Pranciseo, as his share toward supporting his father.!" Writing to his 


friend he added other informtion concerning the affairs of his family: 


About the money in your hands which I my have any cleim on: 
I think it had ell better go to my sister. I have one brother 
left - a handsome, popular, thoughtless - dissipated mm without 
one grain of mrel responsability. He has been a care and 4 
grief to us all ~ for years. ‘Though he has a position and a 
reasonably good sallery he is doing nothing for my poor father 
who is so crippled and so nearly blind that he is quite helpless. 

His support has devolved upon my sister; so long as she was at 
her home in the islands and he with her it seemed the natural

Mr. Veil having arrived, the family and Steddard left Munich to spend 
the Christmas season in Vienna and Budapest.26 Again in Munich by the mid- 
dle of Jamary,1? they remiined there until late in February, when they 
went to Italy for three weeke.46 Im Roms Stoddard was mech with William 
Weteore Story, the American poet. 19 Through him he met Ouida at Florence 
and spent two. afternoons at her house, “in her flowery, fluffy, Delmation- 
doggy, tiger~skinny boudoir - and 0, my! how se did vivisect our several 
literary brothers and sisters." He found her "fat, fair end forty," with 
the “voice and venity of a peacock. *20 

Im Rome he met the Right Reverend John J. Keane, Bishep of Richmond and 
rector of the newly established Catholic University. Recounting what took 
place at their mecting, Stoddard wrote to Father Hudson:

A few weeks after he had returned to Mumich Bishop Keane visited him and 
renewed the proposal.

From April to July Stoddard spent with the Yails visiting the various 
places on the continent, including Oberammergau, Brixlegs, Seleburg, Nurem- 
berg, Bonn, The Hague, Amsterdam, and Paris.22 Then the party went te 
Englend,*? where they stayed for two weeks before returning to America. In 
London Stoddard was much in the company of Prank G2let and other artists.24 

He and the VYails left Liverpool on August 7; and upon errival in New 
York, he went immediately to the Clearys' in Covington, where, after a fer 
days’ rest, he began to read and prepare lectures for his course at the Cath- 
olic University. Having received from Father Hudson a large collection of

When Stoddard drove out to the Catholic University on the mrning of 
November 13, 1889," that institution was holding dedication exercises to 
celebrate its formal opening. At this time it was prepared to offer 
courses only for divinity students - priests and brothers who had "gone 
With credit through the usual Seminary course or at least the philosophical 
course and three years of Theology."* The faculty had four members, in- 
Cluding Stoddard, whose position was that of lecturer in English literature. 
The other members were ecclesiastics.” The four-page catalegue describes

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the courses as follows: 


There will be lectures daily on Dogmtic Theology, ioral 
Theology, Sacred Scriptures, and Higher Philosophy; tri-weekly 
on English Literature and Sacred Eloquence; and at least week- 
ly on Eeclesiastical apry, liturgy, scientific subjects, 
and problems of the day. 

When Stoddard arrived he was cordially welcomed by Bishop Keane, the 
rector, who took him to the rooms he was to occupy in the dermitory =< Cald- 
well Hall. In the conversation that followed, Bishop Keane agreed with 
Steddard's propesal to lecture but once a week and hold class discussions 
during the other two meetings of his three-hour course. His course was to 
deal with the chief English writers of the nineteenth century, and his 
salary was to be one Inmdred and fifty dollars a mnth. 

The next day Stoddard received a visit from his cold friend Theodore 
Dwight, at this time living with Henry Adams and working on the Adams fam 
ily papers. Stoddard was soon invited to breakfast, and Adams, whom he 
found “a charming mn,*® gave him “many a good point concerning the methods 
he employed when beginning et Harvard. *6 

After Stoddard had met his students for the first time, he wrote to 
Father Hudson: 


I could not write you wrtil that event was over. They re~ 
ceived me with cordial hand-clasps and when I had talked te them

"I say, Stoddard, why don't you write a novel?" he showed him the type- 
seript.”? Kipling read it, gave numerous suggestions for revision, and 
urged him to put it in condition for publication.” shortly afterward 
Stoddard left for California to spend the sumer.

If so kindly let me know if you want the 


book back for one last polish ... and what you would take in 
the way of terms. I can't tell you how attractive the wild 


thing is.105 
Kipling sent the novel to American publishers, who rejected it on the 
grounds that the narrative lacked coherence and contained too mich descrip- 
tion. His efforts to encourage Stoddard to mke further changes were un- 
aveiling, and the book lay untouched until it was published in 1903 by 
As M. Robertson of San Prancisco.!™%

When Stoddard returned to his work after a strenuous sumer with his 
Bohemian Club friends in San Franciseo and at their camp on the Russian 
River, he decided not to remain et Caldwell Hall. Instead, he rented a 
two-story brick house at 300 M Street, hired a janitor at Caldwell Hall to 
be his housekeeper, and moved in on November 13, 1895. From “Saint An= 
thomy'*s Rest® or the "Bungalow, ** as he called his house, he wrote to

Im order to work without interruption he went early in February to stay

In San Francisco Stodderd stayed with his family - father, brother, 
and sister - at his sister's house, 616 Baker Street. The city no longer 
pleased him: he missed his old companions, meny of whom had died or moved 
away; he was “constantly meeting new faces, and hearing voices pitched in 
@n unfoemiliar key"; and he was alien to the "restless, stremous life* that 
characterized the busy Western city. Life in San Franeiseo, he seid, moved 
at a “pace that kills one of my temperament." wupreover, the climte did 
not agree with him. With his “first muthful of fog" he was "struck dumb 
with bronchitis"; he was crippled with inflemmtory rheumatism; and he 
@ould not sleep.* He left San Francisco early in June, rested for a mnth 
at the San Jose Sanitorium,? operated by the Sisters of Charity, and then 
went te Monterey, where he hoped te write his series of articles, *Old 
Mission Idyls," for the Sunset Magazine.

his home for the past twenty years. Here, in one of the half-dozen cot- 
tages, Stoddard lodged four days.

Living with Miller at this time were his mother and two Japanese school- 
Dboys, his servants and companions. With these persons Stoddard spent a 
good deal of his time, for his eccentric friend customerily retired at 
half-past six o'clock in the evaning and passed the entire morning writing 
in bed.

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Chapter X 
CONCLUSION 


When Stoddard died the newspapers printed bare, brief obituary erticles 
which told where and when he would be buried, and stated that his friend 
Father Mestres would conduct the requiem high mss, and that he was sur- 
vived by & brother, Prederick Stoddard of Berkeley, and by a sister, Mrs. 

, Sarah A. Makeo, then travelling in Europe. They gave a few biographical 


facts and the information that he was a “noted writer," though few named 


even one of his books. Certainly no wide circle of readers was mde sud- 


_ denly eware that it had lost a favorite author. Those who regretted his 
going were the many friends who recalled his graceful talk, hie charm of 


mammer, and hie kindliness. During his lifetime of mny friendships and | 
acquaintances, these personal qualities had spread his reputation, perhaps | 
almost es widely as had his books; and by the time he died many of those 
who had known him were also passing. Nom, thirty years later, fem are left 
to remember him: and his books have mde him few new friends. asia 
When Stoddard first aspired to a literary career, in San Francisco dur- 
ing the early sixties, he was a boy, eighteen years old. He was shy, sen- 
sitive, highly emotional, and in spite of a variety of experiences greater 


than that of the average youth of hie age, exeeptionally naive and ignorant 
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of the world about him. For a number of reasons he was unhappy. He 
yearned for religious peace, and he had not found it in the Calviniem of 
his femily. Though he had three brothers and a sister, he was lonely < 
“often loneliest when least alone” - for they could kmow nothing of his 
dreams, his alternate mods of rapture and despair, or his secret, foolish 
fears. In his loneliness he envied the "gamins in the gutter"; he longed 
for friends; and hie few friendships became "passionate attachments." Much 
: of his unhappiness as a youth, doubtless, was caused by a then unrecognized 
homosexual tendency. 

His wmastiefactory mde of life, his vague unachievable longings he sub- 
limated by writing verses. His poetic gift, though authentic, was slight; 
and his mdels, Longfellow and Tennyson at first, were bad for a 
poet without background enough, either in reading or living, to know the. 
difference between sentiment and emétion,and decoration and inherent beauty. 
His verses, published im Sen Pranciseo journals, made him a wide circle of 
literary acquaintances whose admiration and encouragement cave him hope 
that he might mke the writing of poetry hie career. Amid a circle of m- 
tually admiring poctasters and journalists, as well as a few writers of 
gemiine ability, such as Bret Harte end Merk Twain, Stodderd worked dili- 
gently at hie craft for half a dozen years. Then, no longer flattered by 
his local reputation as “the boy poet" and as a "poet of promiee,® he re- 
solved to publish his best verses in a book and thus let the world decide 
whether he was likely ever to fulfill his "promise." 

Poems, brought out in 1867, when Stoddard had just turned twenty~four, 
contains but little poetry of merit. Most of the lines, though they often 
displey a delicate fancy end a pretty sentiment, and are almet always m~ 
sical, lack imgination, verbal strength, and original thought. Neture is 
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his predominating subject: he writes of mrning and evening, of flowers 
and birds, and especially, of the sea. Representative of the tone end man- 
ner of his poems are the first atanzas of "Yespers®: 

The poppies nod their sleepy brows, 
And reel adown the opiate air; 
The somber lilies slowly rouse, 
And fold transparent hends in prayer. 
The climbing roses whisper soft 
Sweet messages; the four-o'clocks 
Are drowsy now = but far aloft 
I see the watchren-hollyhocks. 
Commenplace as mst of his poems are, some of them possess a stanza or a 
line, at least, almost joyously lyrical, as for example the opening lines 
of "Drifting": 
A lark's song rippled in the air, 
With liquid trill thet smote the dawn, 
He hastened down the dewy law 
And found the morning breezes fair. 
Rarely in his volume does one find a poem that gives complete satisfaction; 
nearly all of them lack unity of impression or tone, and contain lines and 
stanzas that reveal a faltering taste or unsure exetution. Of the few 
poems in the book that are good, mech the best is "In the Desert - I. Bed=- 
ouin in Ambush,* a sharply etched picture which shows that even as a poet 
his chief gift was for description. In the opening lines, using words im 
pressionistically, he charges the scene with an indefinable emotion that 
vibrates through the succeeding stanzas: 
Seven havks, in disml diserray, 


Aeross a sky of slaty 
Now dusking with the ducking day. 


If a selection were mide of the best work in the volume it would include 
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m7 
four or five other poems, also te a large extent descriptive: "At Point 
Lobos," "fhe First Rein,* "Summer Exodus," and "Yo-Semite." 

When Poems came off the press, Stoddard sent copies to reviewers and 
authors in the South, the East, and England. As the reviews and letters 
poured in, some full of unqualified praise, some non-committal, others ad- 
vorsely critical, the young author was bewildered by the clash of discordant 
opiniens.. The clear call of encouragement that he had hoped for was not 
forthcoming; and he forced himself to admit thet he could never achieve fame 
es a poet. 

‘When he began to realize that his verses “were not all that they should 
be," he said, he turned his thoughts to prose. For severel years past he 
had been reading desultorily in all forms of literature; and he found that 
the prose of Newman, De Quincey, Ruskin, Carlyle, and Kinglake now gave hin 
more pleasure than poetry. His first attempts in his new medium were fail- 
ures, for, he said, he “had fallen in love with poetical prose and was in 
danger of stumbling in turgid diction." Then he reread The Pilgrim's Prog- 
ress and began to realize “the charm of absolute simplicity." 

His first success as a writer of prose was "A South Sea Idyl,*” a rhap- 
sodie account of an experience among the natives of an unfrequented valley 
on one of the Hawaiian Islands. Bret Harte accepted it enthusiastically 
for the Overland Monthly and urged Stoddard te write other sketches in the

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game vein, with the vier of filling a book with them. The result, after 
four years, and two subsequent visits to the South Seas, was South-Sea 
Idyls, published in 1873. 

This book, regarded as Stoddard's highest achievement, contains eighteen 
sketches,4 most of them based on his experiences during four visite te the 
South Sees. Life in the islands, at least for a few months at a time, ap- 
peeled to him strongly. Periodically he longed to escape from the confine- 
ments and restrictions of civilization, from the business of earning a 
living, and from the "frigid memners of Christians." “Barberism," he said, 
"has given me the fullest joy of my life";> and in his Idyls he recaptured 
the delights of careless days spent fishing with the natives on the coral 
reefo, sharing their meals on the beach, riding the incoming breakers in 
their swift outrigger cances, and visiting on horseback their mst beauti- 
ful valleys and remtest villages. 

: He liked the natives themselves; for he found them friendly, generous, 
frank, and joyous. He was tolerant of their paganism and their amoral 

attitude toward life. Naturally, there are mo Payaweys in his gallery of 
island portraits; he is prone to deseribe instead the strong-limbed youths, 
poised with their fishing spears or diving into rolling waves, riding their 
surf-boards amid the flying spray or sleeping en the beach in the sun. The 
bronzed sea-cods, however, usually serve only as part of the scenery; for 
fuller delineation he chooses such odd, humorous, or grotesque characters

to the teme of the church-bell, but reverted to barbariem the mment he 
heard the thump of the sherk-skin druns. 

_ Delightful and true es mny of the chiracterizations are in South-Sea 
Iayls, it ie more by its deseription of the tropical scene that the book 
transcends travel litereture and becomes belles-lettres. Throughout its 
pages flesh pictures of the shallow bays, mttled with cool greens and 
Blues in the omlight; cf gleaming coral beaches; of sheer, green cliffs, 
at intervals cleft by slim, white waterfalls; of a beckoning, distressed 
palm tree struggling in the wind: and of the brilliant, evanescent tropical 
sunsets end the sudden coming of night. 

_ Mach of the appeal of South-Sea Idyls is in its style. At its best it 
is rhythmical, mesical, fluent, light, and delicate. Moreover, the book's 
gentle, pervasive mmor, seldom arising from the situations, is a quality 
often of the style alone. Yet rith all its srace and humor the style is 
net faultless. It is a youthful, irresponsible, sometimes careless style 
that within a few paces can rise swiftly to rhapsody and then veer off into 
& passage of colloquial commonplace, or deacend to an obvious pun, or, 
‘Worse, become effusively sentimental. Stoddard was a man of volatile, var- 
fable mods; and his writing reflects his disposition. 

The met unsatisfactory parts of the beok are those few in which Stoddard 
_ intreduces an element of fiction. ‘Pearl Inmting in the Paumotus,* for in- ~ 
_ stamee, which tells of an imginsry expedition to one of the barren coral 
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islends windward of Tahiti, ende ridiculously. A Tahitian youth opens 
@ vein and dies as ae result in order te save his white companion from dy- 
ing of thirst. In "Barbarian Days" Kene-Ana dies trying to cross the 
oceen in 2 cance so that he might join his white friend in California. 
The conclusion of one of hie best sketches, “Joe of Lahaina," Stoddard 
spoile by inertisticelly and sentimentally inflicting his incorrigible He- 
waiien cervant with leprosy. The lest scene is of Joe inside the palings 
of the leper settlement, singing bravely the old songs of his former happy 
days, while his mster, without the heart to say goodbye, rides off in the 
teilight. The ending might heave been mde pathetic, but Stoddard contrives 
only to mike it mwkish. He never acquired the mack of mking fiction 
plausible, end shen he wrote it (as he infrequently did) the result ves 
always bed. 

Another cause for the presence of poor work in South-Sea Idyis my be 
the fact that Stoddard could not labor over his writing long enough to bring 
it to full perfection. Once he had written a sketch he found difficulty in 
forcing himself to mke revisions; he sometimes added or excised mterial 
or retouched the diction, but he seldom rewrote. He was an “inspirational® 
writer, who composed freely only during mments of the creative impulse and 
who seldom imew whither his pen was bound. He hes left a statement describ- 
ing his method of composing South-Sea Idyls: 


te - in emtional spasms. The theme budded suddenly and often 
quite wexpectedly. I began upon it blindly, believing that 
somehow I should come safely to the end. The work of the first 
forencon <- it wes easy as playing - carried me well into my sto- 
ry; the second day left me only the conclusion, which inveriably 
Came with the third. ‘hen I leid dow my pen I felt as if I 
were treading the air. ©, the ecstasy that followed] But this 
umisual state of exhultation could not last long and hours of 
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When Stoddard published South-Sea Idyls, though he had only fairly be- 
gun his literary career, he reached the apex of his achievement. He was 
thirty years old, the age when most writers, having reached the fullness 
of their powers, go on to produce a substantial body of their represente- 
tive work. With Stoddard, umpredictable as always, the case was different. 
Inetead of replenishing his experience by further visits to the South Seas 
and writing other volumes of idyls to carry on the success of the first 
and establish firmly a reputation as yet only tentative, he turned his back 
on his chances of success to wander for nearly five years throughout Europe 
and the Near East. During this period, at the height of his powers, he 
wasted his ability on routine travel letters for newspapers. Meanwhile 
his old friends, Bret Harte, Merk Twain, and Jeaquin Miller, though they

Stoddard was hardly accurate 
when he said that his writing “always writes itself." That he sometimes 
had difficulty in achieving the effects he desired is apparent in his di- 
aries (see Appendix II).

too had forsaken the West, had established their reputations by develop- 
ing along the lines of their first success. They had won international 
recognition, but Stoddard was forgotten. 

When he returned to America in 1877, such men as Bayard Teylor and E. 

@. Stedwen held out a hand to help him reenter the literary worlds but by 
this time he had lost the power to work hard enough to achieve success end, 
moreover, the naive charm, which had so delighted the readers of South-Sea 
Idyls, had all but disappeared. 

Even before he sailed for Europe he had adopted a Bohemian attitude 
toward life and preferred to fritter away his genius on talk and pleasant 
companionship rather than to labor seriously and diligently at his writing. 
Bret Harte, recognizing this tendency, hed often exhorted him to forsake 
his Bohemian friends, to get dom to work, and to employ his talents worth- 
fly end practically.’ When Harte left San Francisco, Stoddard lost a 

friend whose continued influence might have helped him to develop his nate 
ural gifts, to correct the faults of the writer, and to curb the waywardness 
of the mn. The influence of Harte can hardly be overstated: without his 
encouragement, criticiem, and exhortation, Stoddard might never have written 

With a roving commission in Europe, free to go where and do what he 
pleased so long es he kept the Chronicle supplied with a fifteen-hundred~ 


word article every week, he soon became a Bohemian in earnest. With a emll 
income sufficient for hia needs, he idled away his time among the Bohemian

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artists and journalists he met in Londen, Rome, Venice, Mmich, and Paris. 
Wherever he went he wes weleome, for he was an agreeable, charming, emus- 
ing companion; and he desired companionship above all else, even a literary 
career. He lest his shyness end diffidence in the discovery of his powers 
to attract friends and became more self~assured, mre sophisticated. In 
his years abroad he developed from a sensitive, earnest, pectic young mn® 
into e citizen of the world. 

All this wrought its effect upon hie writing. He no longer responded 
with meive delight to new scenes and new experiences. He even became bored 
with them, a fact he sometimes frankly admitted in his letters to the Chron- 
icle, though it was evident without his admission. His writing, as @ con- 
sequence, lost mich of its youthfulness, its spontaneity, ite free-hearted 
joyousness: and these were the very qualities that had given South-Sea 
idyls its special charm. Except in occasional instances, his writing was 
now simply that of a fluent journalist whose technique had become habitual 
and who was a little weary of his task. 

When Stoddard returned to San Prancisco his chances of ever achieving a 
secure position in literatwre had already passed; and it is not difficult 


to see why. Through growing older and becoming mre experienced he lost

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the finest of his gifts; and he had neither the creative energy nor the 
discipline necessary to develop those that remained. In San Francisco he 
contimed to be a Bohemian, even though, as his friend Stedman had told 
him, "a Bohemian after thirty has a fram badly suited to his picture.” 
He would not and could not bring himself to do regular work. Never having 
learned self-discipline, he was too old to learn it now. Wo mtter what 
the consequences, he mst live as he chose, for he had been free too long 
to do otherwise. 

When he was nearly forty years old he went once more to Hawaii, but in 
the meantime both he and the islands had greatly changed. Commerce had 
entered the kingdom: valleys and hillsides were planted with sugar-cane; 
shiploads of Chinese coolies were being brought in to work the plantations; 
talk was all of treaties and tariffs; and the new civilization had spoiled 
the Hawaiians. He still responded to the beauty of the landscape; but no 
_ longer edmiring the natives he exclaimed, "0, how thoroughly I am weaned 
iat ceeste chen. tance aiaredi™™” 3 teusb-eurectaing takin 
Only good sketches he wrote of Hawaii at this time were reminiscences of 
earlier visits. 

The reminder of his life is an account of compromises — compromises 
between his love of freedom and his desire for refuge in a commercial world 
that he had learned to fear. In Hawaii, in the "Stag-Racket Bungalow" 
menage, he had enough of poverty and Bohemianism and, as soon as the first 
opportunity afforded, he fled towards security. He became a professor of

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English at Notre Dame University. His health failed, his homosexual ten- 
dencies led him to imagine his favorite "cub" was being slighted by the 
authorities, and, "full of disgust and milaria," he resigned. Then came 
three years of illness and idleness, while he chefed under the patronage 
of wealthy friends. When a position on the faculty of the Catholic Uni- 
versity at Washington was offered him, he accepted it. For twelve years 
he endured his light labors at the university, where he lectured usually 
only three hours a week, and enjoyed the social life of Washington and the 
summer vacations, which he spent metly among friends in New Englend. At 
first he worked hard and lived contentedly, but he soon became bored with 
teaching and, when he established the "Bungalow," began to live more ex- 
pensively than he could afford. He further compliceted his life by taking 
to live with him en unworthy youth who spent his money, grew into a shift- 
less, carousing manhood, end caused him a great deal of worry and regret. 
‘The provocation for gossip was doubtless considerable. Whether this was 
the cause, whether it was his ineptitude as a teacher, or whether it was 
(as Stoddard believed) the malice of hia colleague Maurice Francia Egan, 
he was asked to resign his position. At the age of sixty years he set to 
work again to earn a livelihood by his pen, but he hed only fairly begun 
when his friend, the wealthy Mrs. Bellamy Storer, presented him with a 
small though sufficient amuity. Too old and sick to use it advantageous- 
ly, he had freedom at last. 

After the publication of South-Sea Idyls, Stoddard, at intervals some- 
times of several years, continued to publish books until the end of his 
life. Though most of these have never been heard of, even by the reader 
familiar with South~Sea Idyls, they contain at least a few sketches that 
rank with the best pages of his msterpiece.

Three of Stoddard’s later volumes deal with the South Seas: The Lepers 
of Molokai (1885), Hawaiian Life (1894), and The Island of Tranquil De- 
lights (1904). ‘The first of these is an epmount of his visit to Molokei 
in 1884, when he met the mrtyr-priest Father Damien, who a few months 
later contracted the disease of his gruesome parishioners. It is e mixture 


of Stoddard's first-hand observation, often vividly recounted almost verba- 
tim from his diary,?* ana of various odds and ends of information and anec- 
dote drawn from works on leprosy. The mst commendable portions of the book 
are those which present Father Damien, a mn simple in character, tireless 
in self-secrifice, « single-minded, completely unworldly humanitarien. 

When the volume was published Stoddard sent a copy to his friend Robert 
Louis Stevenson; and there is every likelihood that it was the originel in- 
pulse responsible for An Open Letter to the Reverend Dr. Hyde.1* The sec- 
ond of Stoddard's later South Sea volumes, Haweiian Life, contains thirty- 
one sketches (most of them originally written as actual letters to friends

Two of the sketches however - "On the Reef* and “The Drama 
in Dreamland"! ~ pelong, on account of their excellent characterizations, 
among the best of Stoddard's creations. These two sketches are reprinted 
in Steddard's subsequent South Sea volume, The Island of Tranquil Delights. 
Of the nine other items in this book only three or four (including "Plan- 
tation Days," "The Islend of Tranquil Delights,* and parts of "My Late 
Widew,* and "Keane Aloha") have literary merit. "Absent Beyond the Seas," 
@ short story set on a Polynesian island, with a white-mn--browm-wormn 
theme, shows Stoddard at his very worst; "The Palaca® begins as a reminis- 
cence of old days in Lehaina but ends as a badly contrived ghost story; 
and the others, though they have some slight autebiorgraphical interest, are 
prosy and trivial. 

During Stedderd's last stay in Hawaii, while he was living in the very 
unpropitious atmosphere of "Steg-Racket Bungalow," he wrote his spirituel 
autobiography, A Troubled Heart (1685), an account of his conversion to the 
Catholic faith.

companions end from worry over his future, he found surcease in the com 
position of this tranquil little narrative. Its prose is simple and rhyth- 
mical, engendering a calm repose appropriate to the subject. In none of 
hie writing, probably, did Steddard ever exhibit e surer taste. One fault, 
however, it does have: brief as it is, it is yet a third too long. The 
first twenty chapters recount his serch for religious peace and his find- 
ing it, to the full satisfaction of his esthetic and spiritual longings, 
in the Church. The last ten chapters, which tell of his visits to the 
churches and shrines of Europe end of their elevating influence upon hin, 
econtime the narrative efter its essential part has already been told. 
Though practically unknown among general reeders, A Troubled Heart in Cath- 
olic circles is regarded as one of the elassic accounts of conversion. In 
the shadow of Newmn's Apologia it seems, of course, a very slight perform- 
ance; yet it provides a complement to the greater book. Whereas Cardinal 
Newman traces the growth of an intellectual conviction in ae highly organ- 
ized and inquiring mind, Stoddard shows how Catholicism brought peace to a 
troubled and questing heart. 

From his travel articles for the San Francisco Chronicle, mking prac- 
tically no changes, Stoddard compiled three volumes: Mashallah! (1881), A 


Gruise Under the Crescent (1898), end Over the Rocky Mountains to Alaske 
(1899). ‘The first of these, which recounts his "flight into Egypt® and his 


two months! voyage on the Nile, contains only one exceptional sketch = "The 
_ Meolid of the Prophet," a colorful description of the streets of Cairo dur- 
ing a Mohammedan religious celebration. A Cruise Under the Crescent, re- 
lates his journeyings in the Holy Lend, Turkey, end Greece. Over the Rocky 
Mounteins to Alaska describes a train trip from Notre Dame to Washington 
Territory and the voyage thence north along the coast and through the inland 
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sea of Alaska. Hach of these volumes at the time of publication doubtless 
possessed interest for the prospective tourist who wanted an informal, 
pleasantly written guidebook to the regions the euthor had traversed; but 
they serve no purpose nowadays. When Stoddard wrote them, he was callous 
to new scenes, even sometimes a little bored with them. There are some 
passages, particularly the descriptions of street scenes and of the sea and 
shore, thet are excellent; but mst of the narrative and incidental obser- 
vations are dull and commonplace. 

Some of his best mgazine articles Steddard collected in In the Foot- 
prints of the Padres (1902) and Exits and Entrances (1903). The sketches 
in the firet, sll with a California setting, include two that have consid-. 
ereble merit: *Old Deys in El Dorado,® which describes the journey of the 
Stedderd family to California and gives impressions of the early days of 
Sen Francisco, has value both as reminiscence and as literature; "A Bit of 
Old China," successfully recreates the atmosphere of San Francisco's China- 
tom. The other volume, Exits and Entrances, contains seventeen sketches, 
chiefly reminiscences of notable persons, including Charles Kingsley, R. H. 
Horne, George Elict, Robert Louis Stevenson, Joaquin Iiller, Merk Twain, 
end Bret Harte. Some of these are of slight consequence, being based on 

only brief acquaintance with the persons discussed; but others, notably 
those on Stevenson, itiller, Mark Twain, and Harte, are not only interesting 
‘but have value as literary history. This volume also contains some of the 
excellent sketches that Stoddard wrote for the Overland when he first went. 
te England, before he hed lost the neive delight and charm of his earlier 
prose. These include the two series entitled “Within Four Walls" and "Lon- 
don Sketches," and the poetical "Shottery Tryst," one of the best sketches 
he ever wrote. 
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The last book of Stoddard's published during his Lifetime was hie auto- 
_ biographical novel, For the Pleasure of His Company. Kipling, when he 
read it in manuscript, called it "rumy, queer, original, fascinating. *!> 
It is the story of Paul Clitheroe, Stoddard himself, a sensitive, poetic, 


slightly effeminate young man in Sen Francisco about 1870, who cannot earn 
@ living and who, becoming saddened by his gloomy prospects and the futil- 
ity ef Mfe, suddenly and mysteriously disappears. His friends believe . 
that he has entered a monastery, and the reader is led to think so too un 
+i1 the last few pages, where it is revealed that he has slipped away to 

gh island in the South Seas. There is almost no stery, and what there is 
fis tangled and confusing. The only interest lies in the characterizations - 
of Olitheroe and his circle of friends, 211 of whom, despite their fictional 
names, are identifiable as Stoddard's own former associates in Sen Francisco 
end Europe. As a novel it is an utter failure; and one understands why it 
could find a publisher only in San Franciseo, where some of the characters 
were still remembered as actual people. 

None of Stoddard's books, whether good or bad, ever achieved wide pop- . 
ularity. The easiest way to success as a writer was barred to him, for he 
ould not write fiction. Even his best writing did not interest the average 
American reader, who is ordinarily blind to the delicacies of a graceful 
style and the fancies of an euthor with a poetic nature. Théodore Bentzon, 
writing for the Rewie des Deux Mondes in 1896, remarked acidly on the neg~- 
leet of hie work: "Lexquise perfection de la forme qui distingue ses plus 
bréves fanteisies ne pouvait suffire & lui obtenir grace dans wm pays ou:

In such e volume one would have all of his work worth pre- 
serving; and it would include some of the mst delightful pages in Amer- 
iean literature. 

Steddeard, however, will probably elways have a place among American 
authors = an obscure place, to be sure = on account of his South~Sea Idyls.. 
This hes found edmirers for nearly seventy years, and among those who care 
for graceful prose alight with the sumshine and coler of tropical islands, 
it doubtless will contime to find them. William Dean Howells, one of the 
first to appreciate the quality of the idyls, found them "the lightest, 
sweetest, wildest, freshest things that ever were written about the life 
Ee | Lefcadiec Hearn, one of many other writers who 
have admired South-Sea Idyls, said thet it bewitched him before he had heard 
ef Melville and Loti, and added this tribute: 

The Idyls will always haunt me, and I am sure they will live. 
in the hearts of many, es everything beautifully humn mst life. 
eee The same spirit that created "South Sea Idyie* is, I am con- 
vinced, a part of the spirit of the Future, something of that 


which is eternal because beautiful. A civilization passes, a 
thought-curve of beauty is carried on through the Eternities.24

Yet his works, except for 
South-Sea Idyls and the volumes published by the Ave Maria Press, are now 
out of print. Recently Percy MecKaye was working on a complete edition, 
with an introduction;*? but this has not yet appeared, and publishers are 
not likely soon to crow so careless of their balance sheets as to publish

Most of what Stoddard wrote doubtless deserves oblivion. Even in South- 
Sea Idyis, the mst praised of his works, there are pages that should never 
have been written — pages that show lapses in teste and aesthetic judgment. 
If one were to compile an anthology containing Stoddard's best work it 
would include the first part of A Troubled Heart, mst of the contents of 
South-Sea I@yls, perhaps a dozen miscellaneous sketches (notebly "A shot- 
tery Tryst,"25 "4 prodigal in Buskins,")? "on the Reef,"2° "The pram in

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APPENDIX I 
Genealogy - the Steddards 


The conjectural origin of the name Stoddard is found in a tradition 
eurrent in the Stoddard family. The first Steddard in England is said to 
have crossed the Channel with Williem the Conqueror as standard-bearer te 
the Vicomte de Pulesdon, a noble Normn. It is believed by the Stoddard 
genealogists that the name derives from the office of standard-bearer and 
that it was anciently written "de la Stendard," which later became cor 
rupted to Stedart, Stodard, or Steddard.! It is said that in the British 
Office of Heraldry can be found the following account of the origin of the 
Steddard family: 

William Stoddard, a Imight, came from Normandy to England, 
A. De, 1066, with William the Conqueror, who was his cousin. Of 
his descendants, we find record of Rukard Stoddard, of Mot 
Kent, near Etham, about seven miles from London Bridge, where was 
located the family estate of about four hundred acres, which was 


in possession of the family in 1490, how mich before is not know,

femily are well founded is a problem that would have to be solved (if it 

ean be solved) by a genealogist with special knowledge of British herald- 
ry. The only concern here is to trace the American ancestors of Charles 

Warren Stoddard in the mie line from Anthony Stoddard, the founder of the 
family in this country, and to give mch facts as are available concerning 
their lives. 


Anthony Stoddard { ? « 1686} 


Charles Warren Stoddard was a direct descendant of Anthony Stoddard, 
who emigrated from Englend to Boston about 1639. Although Anthony Stoddard 
was the progeniter of many illustrious descendants, little is lmown about 
him. In Boston he was admitted as freeman in 1640, and he was a represent- 
ative in the court of the colony in 1650, 1659, 1660, and during twenty 
successive years from 1665 to 1684. His occupation was that of linen drap- 
er. His first wife, whom he mrried shortly after settling in Boston, was 
Mary Downing, daughter of the Honorable Emnuel Downing of Salem, sister 
of Sir George Downing, and niece of Governor Jom Winthrop. By this mr- 
Tiege he had three sons, Solomon, Semson, and Simeon. He was mrried twice 
Sgein, and had twelve other sons. He died March 16, 1686, the *ancient- 
est shopkeeper in Boston. "7

Of the sons of Anthony Stoddard, it was Solomon Stoddard, the second 
American ancester of Charles Warren Stoddard, who played the mst important 
part in New Englend affeire. 

_ He wae born in Boston and was baptized October 1, 1643, when four daye 
old. In 1662 he was graduated from Harvard College, where he had studied 
under Elijah Corlet. In 1667 he became the first Harvard librarian and, 
e@ccording to the catalogue, held that office until 1672, though meanwhile 
he had settled in the ministry.” Between 1667 and 1669 he served as chap~ 
lein to the Congregationaliste in Barbados. Upon his return, when he was 
about to sail for England, he accepted an invitation to preach at North- 
ampton, Massachusetts. On March 4, 1670, the townspeople voted unanimously 
to give him & 100 sexually if he would settle with them® He accepted the 
pastorate and held it until his death. In Merch 1670, he mrried Esther 
Mather, widow of his predecessor, the Reverend Eleazar Mether. They had 
twelve children, one of whom was Esther, the mother of Jonathen Edwards. 

During hie years as pastor of the Northempton church, Solomon Stoddard 
exercised a potent influence over the religious thought of western Messa-

the Congregational Church, were enjoyed only by persons who had experienced

Anthony Stoddard (1676-1760) 


One of Sclomn Steddard's numerous sons, Anthony Stoddard, ancestor of 
the subject of this bicgraphy, was born in Northampton, Massachusettes, 
August 9, 1676. He wes graduated from Harverd in 1697 1° ana, after stud~ 
ying theology with his father, vent es minister to the frontier settlement 
of Woodbury, Connecticut, in 1701.77

Abijeh Stoddard (1718-1776) 


The tenth son of Anthony Stoddard was Abijeah Steddard, born at Wood- 
bury, Gamestieat, February 25, 1718. His mother was Mery Sherman, Antho- 
ny Stodderd's third wife. About thie ancestor of Charles Warren Stoddard, 
the Stoddard genealogy offers but little further information. At the age 
of twenty-one he mrried Eunice Curtis, the daughter of Ensign John and 
dchamah Curtis. She bore him eleven children. Elsewhere it can be 
learned that he served as a soldier in the Revolutionary War? and that 
he died at Crom Point on Mey 6, 1776.24 Probably he died during the smll- 
pox epidemic that spread among the troops quartered in the fort end caused

The tenth child of Abijeh Stoddard wae Burr Stodderd, born at Woodbury, 
March 29 [7],-° 1759. He was Charles Yerren Stoddard's great~grandfather. 
By occupation he was a weaver and farmer. On September 11, 1782, in Yood- 
bury, he mrried Serah Blackman, daughter of Andrew and Deliverance Black- 
man. A few years later, about 1785, he and his young wife settled at 
Hartford, Washington County, in New York State. Sarah Stoddard often told 
her grandchildren that when she and her husband moved into this frontier 
settlement, she came on horseback, carrying a child in her arms. Burr 
Steddard died November 8, 1806; and his wife, October 1838. The couple 
had four children, two daughters (who mrried farmers of Hartford) and two 
sons, Daniel C. Stoddard and Abijah Yerren Steddara.2*

Samel Burr Stoddard was born et Pembroke, New York, June 26, 1813.7! 
That his education was, or what occupation he followed in Pembroke, where 
he lived until he was about twenty-nine years old, remains unknowm. Pre- 
sumably, he had at least a grade-school educations for he wrote a reguiar, 
legible hand, spelled correctly (two accomplishments his son Charles, alas, 
head not), and could produce a well indited letter. 

The only definite information about his life at Pembroke is the fact of 
bis marriage, August 29, 1873, to Harriet Abigail Freemn,™ only ehild”” 
of Charles and Sareh (Church) Freeman. She had been born at Ogden, Monroe 
Coumty, New York, September 2, 1017. Her father hed been born et Lee, 
Massachusetts, in the Berkshire nities"? end her mother, at Hartford, Con- 
cecticut, 1795.
